ARRIVAL OF FARWELL AND BECKWITRSH. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 


Sprineoriexp, II., Jan. 10.—The Macedo- 
nian cry which went up to Chicago was an- 
swered this morning by the arrival of Charley 
Farwell and Judge Beckwith, and their ap- 
pearance in the breakfast-room of the Leland 
was a surprise of a two-edged character 
joyous for the anti-Loganites and dismal and 
foreboding for the followers of the Big In- 
dian. It was not long before the two promi- 
nent arrivals put on their war-paint and 
started Sout for political gore. They im- 
mediately began to carry the war into 
Africa, and so effective were their charges 
that the common enemy soon recognized 
that the walk-away upon which they had 
confidently relied last evening was not so 
much of a gd thing after all. The man- 
agers of the Logan camp saw that something 


must be done.

the Chairmen of the House and Senate can- 
cus, and compelled them, without consulting 
with any of their brethren, to issue a call for 
a Senatorial caucus next Tuesday evening.

It is with the most profound regret that 
we announce the serious and probably fatal 
iliness of the Hon. Gustave Scn.eicnen, 
who represents the Sixth Texas District in 
the National House of Representatives. Mr. 
Somiziouen was born at Darmstadt, Ger- 
many, received a liberal university educa- 
tion, became a civil engineer, and emigrated 
to Texas in 1847. After taking a prominent 
part in local politics he was elected to the 
Forty-fourth Congress, re-elected to the 
present Congress, and again to the next 
Congress. He has been altogether the 
ablest man in the Texas delegation, and one 
of the most conservative, intelligent, and 
useful members of the House. The mor- 
tality among public men, and especially 
among Congressmen, has been startling dur- 
ing the past few months, and the loss of Mr. 
Scurzicuer in the prime of life, and almost 
at the beginnihg of a eareer that promised 
to be exceptionally successful, will be 
mourned as among the most distressing 
events of the time. A later dispatch an- 
nounces the death of Mr. Scurgicuer at 11 
o'clock last evening. 

It has been decided by the House Judiciary 
Committee, which has the BuopGett investi- 
gation in charge, to send a Sub-Committee 
to Chicago within the next three days to 
take testimony and pursue the examination 
on the spot.

Human memory is at best treacherous, and

THURMAN THE HUMORIST.  . 

Senator Tuvemay, of Ohio, has suddenly 
developed into a full-blown humorist. 
Henceforth he may be expected to shake 
showers of jokes from the ample folds of 
his red bandanne handkerchief every time he 
pulls it from his pocket to blow his Sen- 
atorirl nose. It is evident that recent events 
have entirely changed Mr. THURMAN’s course 
of life. Barely six months ago he was in 
training for the Presidential race of 1880. 
His prospects were fairer than those of any 
other Democrat in the country. He placed 
himself at the head of the resumption- 
smashers, the bank-smashers, the Green- 
backers, and the fiatists, and offered to lead 
them to a grand preliminary victory in No- 
vember last, as the precursor of a national 
Democratic triumph in 1880 which should 
comfortably house him in the Executive 
Mansion until 1885. But there was a serious 
miscalculation as to the result in November. 
It did not tend to advance the fortunes of 
the old gentleman of Ohio. On the con- 
trary, quite the reverse.”

There was use at the close of this soliliquy 
for the red-bandanna,—-use to wipe awa 
the mist with which the killing frost” had 
flooded his eyes. But Taurnman did not 
despair as did the broken old Briton, who 
exclaimed : | 


Farewell 
The hopes of court! my hopes in Heaven do dwell. 

The air of the Western Continent is favora- 
ble to recuperation. There are new fields 
for the disappointed politicians in the land 
of CotumBus. Why, soliliquized the Senator 
from Ohio, should not the jokes of Tuonuax 
become as famous as those of Twatn, and 
Warp, and Naspy? They rose, unaided, 
from obscurity by the force of mere wit; I 
am already distinguished; I can launch my 
witticisms from the nation’s Senate Chamber! 

Nothing more strikingly illustrates the 
versatility of the American mind than the 
sudden determination of Senator Tuorman 
to become a humorist. He had not long to 
wait for an opportunity to assume his new 
role. The 8th of January, the anniversary 
of the battle of New Orleans, always fires the 
heart of the Jacksonian Democrat. The fates 
conspiring to promote Tnunuax's desire, put 
it into the heads of the three hundred Young 
Democrats of Columbus, O., to invite him 
to banquet with them in honor of the mem- 
ory of the hero of New Orleans. Upon re- 
ceiving the letter of invitation Mr. Taurnman’s 
eyes twinkled with a new light; he drew 
forth his cherished bandanna, blew several 
trumpet-toned blasts on his venerable nose, 
and even tweaked it viciously in revenge 
for its false political scent of last 
November, and resolved to indite a humor, 
ous letter on the subject of Jacksonian De- 
mocracy. Note the rare humor of his points. 
He says that in the time of Jackson the 
Democracy were “eminently, if not pre-emi- 
nently, devoted to the Union of the United 
States. Think of Thurman raising the 
question, by implication, whether the De- 
mocracy were eminently or pre-eminently 
devoted to the Union”! This thrust is 
worthy of Naspy. He proceeds: ‘‘ Subse- 
quent events chilled, and at length for a time 
suspended, it in the South.” This is a fine 
hit. The use of the word ‘chilled ” to rep- 
resent all the Democrats at the South in 
solid battle array fighting to destroy the 
Union is one of the strongest illustrations of 
that grotesque style of humor in which the 
American people eminently delight that we 
recollect ever to have witnessed. He goes 
on: But the happiest circumstance of our 
present condition (thanks to the influence of 
Democratic principles) is that the love of 
the Union is everywhere restored, and that 
its preservation isa fixed principle of the 
Democratic party in the South.” This is 
truly admirable, especially the inclusion in 
brackets of the words, thauks to the influ- 
ence of Democratic priuciples,” implying 
that this portion of the sentence is entirely 
unnecessary to the sense of the paragraph. 
The old rogue is awfully satirical, and the 
concluding branch of the paragraph is al- 
most too broad for really fine humor. The 
idea, clearly conveyed, that the Democratic 
party in the South is animated by a devotion 
to the Union superior to that of the Demo- 
cratic party in the North, because it kills 
more “niggers” and exhibits more skill in 
stuffing ballot-boxes, borders too closely on 
the burlesque to be thoroughly effective. 

Mr. Tuurman’s second point is too fine to 
be broken into fragments. We therefore in- 
troduce it entire in order to escape the criti- 
diam of having marred its effeet : 

The party was equally distinguished by its love 
of the Constitution. It sought to preserve it in all 
its vigor and beneiicence by giving iit a national and 
rational interpretation; and it battied, manfully 
and constantly, against those latitudinarian con- 
etructions tuat threatened to convert the Govern- 
meut into an unlimited centralized despotiem;

THE EXACT SCIENCE REMEDY FOR THE 

5 sOUTH. 

There is one portion of Mr. Warrznson’s 
recent article, The Solid South,” in the 
North American Review, which deserves a 
little attention,—the more so that Mr. War- 
TERSON states a prominent fact, but does not 
follow out the inferences to their logical re- 
sult. His statement is correct, but he does 
not apparently see the necessity for reform- 
We refer to the influences of education upon 
the Southern people. He says that the peo- 
ple of the South are nothing if not senti- 
mental, this characteristic growing out of 
climatic influences; the institution of Slav- 
ery, which built up great homesteads; their 
isolated, provincial existence, which affords 
the means for the equivocal culture of the 
voluptuary, not the severe training of the 
schools”; and the traditionary reverence for 
England and things English.. He says the 
Southern lad knows a little Latin, less 
Greek, and a great deal of English. His 
repertory embraces a mass of crude knowl- 
edge. Of mathematics he is almost as ig- 
norant as of Greek, and while he has a store 
of polite learning he lacks accuracy, the 
source and resource of modern thought and 
action.” He is thus in the materialistic de- 
bates of a thoroughly materialized genera- 
tion an ill match for the cool and wary dis- 
putant who throws rhetoric to the dogs and 
plies the heartless logic of statistics.” 

This is all true, and Mr. Warrerson him- 
self perhaps is one of the ablest living illustra- 
tions of its truth. In the after-dinner glow, his 
sentiment is lovely, his rhetoric brilliant and 
even stately, but his accuracy, ‘‘ the source 
and resource of modern thought and ac- 
tion,” is loose and disjointed. When con- 
fronted by a real emergency, for instance, 
instead of rising equal to that emergency, 
and gesting remedies that are accurate 
and sensible, he at once applies to his imag- 
ination for relief, and summons up an ideal 
army of 100,000 Blue-Grass warriors, who 
are to march to the National Capital, for 
what particular purpose no one knows, and 
are to remain there without any arrange- 
ments for paying their board or furnishing 
them with whisky. If Mr. Warrerson had 
possessed the accuracy that characterizes the 
materialized North, he would have made his 
analysis of Southern sentiment more 
comprehensive and nearer to the 
point. The Southern nature is not only 
sentimental, owing to its excess of polite 
learni g and ignorance of the hypotenuse 
and algebraic æ, but it is so complacently 
sentimental that it is exuberant and constant- 
ly slopping over. We find this characteristic 
in the Southern speech, editorial, poem, and 
prose, and quite often in personal contact. 
A people addicted to slopping over are 
always turgid and bombastic, The Southron 
always has an ideal pair of boots handy 
which he wishes the cold-blooded Northerner 
to displace. Hence, association with these 
idealists is always embarrassing. They have 
no repose and none of that calm content 
which is superinduced by such materializa- 
tions as tables of figures, schedules of tariffs, 
and elaborate disquisitions on kid gloves, 
sugar, and silver, It is altogether probable 
that an average Northern man, fresh from 
the, perusal of a table of logarithms, 
might unawares step upon Mr. Warrrrson’s 
toe and forget to apologize for it. This 
would arouse the exuberance of which we 
have spoken, but right here comes in the 
embarrassment, for Mr. Warrrerson would 
get just as exuberantly mad if this same 
Northern man should decline to prolong a 
symposium to a degree that would involve 
the loss of his accuracy, though it would 
only increase Mr. Watrerson’s sentiment, 

Agreeing with Mr. Warrrnson in his state. 
ment that the people of the South are noth- 
ing 1f not sentimental, we none the less 
must deprecate the application of that sen- 
timent. We are ready to admit that they 
are poets, dreamers, idyllists, rhapsodists, 
rhetoricians, ignorant of the existence of the 
mechanical equivalent, careless as to the 
measurement of the cube, and reckless as to 
the chemical elements that enter into the con- 
stitution of the moon’s atmosphere; but, be- 
ing a sentimental race, we cannot comprehend 
their emphatic variations from the habits 
and practices of other sentimental races. 
The idyllic nations have always been peace- 
ful and pastoral. They had rather repose 
sub tegmine fagi, piping to their flocks, than 
to fuss, and fret, and fume. Conrpo never 
blusters ard threatens, and raves and fumes, 
but he passes his time wooing Puritas with 
the most mellifluous strains. We are accus- 
tomed to think of sentimental races as living 
like the Arcadians in valleys of contentanent, 
careless how the great world beyond the 
mountains that environ them. wags along, or 
on serene heights whose atmosphere is never 
disturbed by the contentions and noise in 
the vulgar world below. The Southern peo- 
ple, being idealists and sentimentalists, should 
be characterized by these qualities, but they 


are not. They carry pistols in their pockets,“ 


bowie-knives in their boots, and shot-guns 
on their shoulders. 
fane. They fume 
you approach them with argument, 
They drink whisky. To pass between them 
and the wind is to invite the probability of a 
speedy decease. In another part of his 
article Mr. Watrersonw says: The negro 
is placable and kindly—the fortunate: pos- 
sessor Of a sweet, loving, and generous 
nature. Can one conceive of a greater 
anomaly than a sentimental race of idealists 
coolly hacking, banging, torturing, and kill- 
ing these sweet, loving, and generous” 
people because they want to vote a different 
ticket from the sentimentalists ? 

If the So people are sentimental in 
theory, they certainly are not in practice, 
and there ought to be a reform. Mr. War- 
TERSON is a seutimentalist, but in his practice, 
however much he may bluster or fancy him- 
self a Nuno, we do not believe he would 
kill a hen, much less hunt negroes 
with a shot-gun, and drive women and 
children into the swamps. He is a man of 
great influence in the South. Why, then,

THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 

Gov. Cuntom’s message to the Illinois 
Legislature is not a particularly startling 
production. Perhaps it would be unreason- 
able to expect anything very brilliant or very 
important in a condition of profound peace 
and very satisfactory State finances. He re 
counts at some length the experiences in 
this State incident to the strikes and riots of 
the summer of 1877, and this part of the 
message has an importance as impressing 
upon the Legislature the justice of making a 
sufficient appropriation to cover the pay and 
expenses of the militia while engaged in the 
duty of suppressing the outbreaks of vio- 
lence and protecting life and property. A 
recollection of the service rendered in that 
emergency ought also to induce the Legisla- 
ture to further encourage and develop an 
efficient military organization; but whether 
it be necessary and advisable to this end to 
build a new State arsenal and increase the 
expenses of the Adjutant-General’s depart- 
ment, as Gov. Cotton recommends, we are 
not prepared to say, and every proposed in- 
crease of expenses should be closely scru- 
tinized. 

The finances of the State are in the most 
admirable shape. The debt is now reduced 
to $552,742, and $357,442. of this may be 


paid off at any time, leaving only $195,300, | 


which may be paid Jan. 1, 1880, The State 
will then be free from debt, and thereafter 
the tax paid by the Illinois Central Railroad 
will defray alarge proportion of the current 
expenses, ‘This circumstance is cited by the 


Governor as a reason for suggesting that the | 


Legislature appoint a Commission to inquire 
into the advisability of changing thé revenue 
system so as to raise all necessary funds from 
licenses. This is a proposition which will 
probably be discussed during the present 
session. In rather favoring the proposed 
change, Gov. CULLox has probably overlooked 
entirely the advantages in the way of limiting 
local taxation and indebtedness that are 
provided by the system of State valuation 
now in vogue. An abandonment of the 
present system will leave every community 


free to make its own valuation, and this will 
enable the official class to establish a basis | 


for increased taxation and debt that is im- 
possible so long as they are restrained by the 
State equalization. Such a change as 1s sug- 
gested might ultimately cost the people of 
the State in their local texes several times as 
much as any saving that could be made on 
the State taxes. It will probably be wiser 
for the Legislature to devote its talents and 
energies to amending the present law for the 
assessment and collection of taxes under the 
prevailing system, than to imperil important 
local interests by abandoning the check and 
limitation which the system of State equali- 
zation now provides. : 


0 It is doubtful whether the Governor's reéc- 


ommendation, that the Legislature shall fix 8 
per cent as the maximum rate of interest, 
should be accepted, and we fail to appreciate 
the force of his reasoning which classes IIli- 
nois among the ‘‘newer” States, and hence 
argues in favor of statutory interference in 
this matter. We do not know why the law 
of supply and demand should not oper- 
ate as fairly im Illinois as in any 
Eastern State, even if the people of 
Illinois look largely to outside sources for 
borrowing money. Itis a contradiction of 
terms to claim the advisability of fixing an 
arbitrary limit to rates of interest and then 
proceed, as Gov. Cuttom does, to establish 
that arbitrary rate upon the evidences of 
supply and demand, and the rates that have 


prevailed, during the past few years, The 


maximum statutory rate is now 10 per cent, 
but it would have been in better keeping 
with the advanced ideas of trade to recom- 
mend that the rates should be established in 
all cases by contract than to recommend a 
change in the arbitrary figure fixed by 
statute, If the operation of the law of sup- 
ply and demand has reduced the rates of in- 


terest during the past few years, that law 


can be more safely trusted than any stafhtory 
provision to reguiate these rates on terms of 
equity in the future. 

Gov. CoLLon is entitled to credit for the 
exercise of caution in his use of the pardon- 
ing power, and announces that the rule he 
has established to protect himself from mis- 
representations and deceptions is working 
well, This rule requires that notice of the 
intention to apply for pardon shall be adver- 
tised for three weeks in the county in which 
the offense was committed, so that evidence 
may be forthcoming on both sides, and that 
statements must be procured from the Judge 
who presided at the trial, and the State’s At- 
torney who prosecuted, before an application 
for pardon will be considered, If Gov. Cut 
Lon will adhere strictly to these rules he will 
break down one of the greatest abuses that 
have hitherto attached to the Executive of- 
fice and contribute largely to the proper pun- 
ishment of the criminal classes, 

The remaining portions of the message 
concern the various State Boards, institu- 
tiohs, charities, etc., and are of general in- 
terest to the public only in tbe sum of ap- 
propriations asked for their malutenance. 
These figure up for the next two years 
$3,627,000 for general State purposes, char- 
ities, prisons, militia, etc., and $2,000,000 
for State school purposes. The School 
Fund remains the same, about $1,000,000 a 
year, and there is an increase of about $50,- 
000 a year in the estimates for general er- 
penses over the actual expenditures of the 
last two years. It is a good sign that all the 
institutions and trusts have kept thelr ex- 
penses within their respective appropria- 


tions, and this apparent inelination to fru- 


gality should not be discouraged by any en- 
largement of appropriations at a time when 
prices are lower than they were two years 


ago.

During that entire 
period committees of Congress from one to & 
dozen in number have been engaged in investi- 
gating frauds and corruptions in the public ser- 
vice. Hundreds of millions of dollars have been 
shown to have been wasted, aporopriated 
and stolen, and nearly all of it traced directly 
and indirectly to the use of public office for pri- 
vate gain. In the midst of this deploravie ex- 
hibition of public corruption and consequent ori- 
vate sufferings, I have been buoyed with 
one reflection which has inspired a 
hope 80 great that it has 
been constant present comfort. This reflec- 
tion was, that these corruptions grew up io 
the absence of the South from the blic 
counsels, and that a full return of the South 
to those counseis would be a sure signal for 
their decline and final overthrow. Before 
the War, Southern public men were 
distinguished for their ireedom from 
this evil of which I speax, and Southern State 
Governments were proverbial for honest admin- 
istration. Often and often have inteiligent 
Northern Republicans expressed to me their 
reconciliation with the return of the South to 
power, because, whatever other faults her public 
men might have, they were notoriously 
honest, and would aid in restoring 
honest Government to the whole country. They 
would not use public offices for private gain. 
To see the people of the North looking to the 
impoverished and derided Rebels of the South 
for rescue [rom public corruptions which were 
sinking all sections to ruin, was a tribute iar 
higher than any we could have won by 
the success{ul establishment of an independent 
Gavernment, and was some com) ensation for 
the wrongs and ropberies of reconstruction. 
The feelings of confidence and pride inspired by 
these high hopes and expectations have received 
a rude shock a events which bave been re- 
centiy developed in our own State of Georgia, 
and it is from a sense of duty in this connection 
to you aud to myself that | now address you.” 


SUGAR. 
THE PENDING INVESTIGATION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 10.—The refiners 
and importers of sugars bad another hearing to- 
day betore the Ways and Means Committee. 

Theodore A. Havemeyer, perhaps the most ex- 
tensive refiner in New York, and the Austrian 
Consul, argued that the duty should be collect- 
ed on the ad valorem principle, and that no dis- 
crimination shouid be made against any claes of 
citizens. Legisiation should encourage labor 
aud capital to afford people sugar at the lowest 
price. The consumer would be best protected 
by a tariff which approximates to free trade and 
leaves undisturbed the relative value of sugar as 
when purchased at places of production. He 
opposed one rate of duty, as it would annihilate 
the retining interests. The allegations of fraud 
against the retiners, circulated by those in favor 
of a one-rate duty, have been disproved. 

WILLIAM r. BOOTH, 
of New York, said as be was a protectionist to 
American industry, he was therefore in favor of 
protecting the refluers. With regard to the 
polariscope, he said it could be depended on 
only according to the accuracy of tests of sam- 
plers. Much mischief was done on the wharves 
by men who were employed by merchants to ad- 
vance their interests. Sugars were not sold, 
owing to their having been treated by the po- 
lariscope, but principally on the basis of color. 
Tbe present tariff was prohibitory ex-ept as to 
low grades of sugars. The Tariff law compelled 
merchants to acquire all the low-grade 
sugars they could lay their hands on. 
This tended to bring dishonesty 
into the business, and left the door open for 
FALSE CLASSIFICATION. 

The peovle were not satisfied with the refined 
sugar which came tothem. In September last 
he took his stand before this Committee when 
they sat in New York, maintaining that there 
were adulterations in refined sugar. It would 
be injurious to the people to force them to use 
refined sugar whether they will or not. 

Mr. Booth then produced several samples of 
sugar to show they were adulterated. Elevate 
refined sugar, he said, and Americans would 
have no need to fear Cuban or other foreign 
competition. This was to be done by bonest 
work, and not by adulterated stuff. He was in 
favor of the following proposition: 

Tank bottoms, sirup of sugar, cane-juice, me- 
lado, concentrated melado, and concentrated 
molasses, and on sugar not above No. 16 Dutch 
standard in color, two cents per pouad. 

On all sugars above No. 16 in color, and on all 
refined sugar loaf, cut loaf. lumps, crushed, 
powdered, granulated, and soft white or veliow, 
kuown as coffee sugar, four cents per pound. 

Mo'asses, six cents per gallon. 

This proposition, Mr. Booth said, would keep 
out foreign renued sugars, but would admit the 
lcw-grade sugar. He had been for a 
jon time warching the degradation of 
sugar. Adulteration started, would 2 
on until sugar became so unit or 
use that the people would turn away from it.

In reply to remarks of Havemeyer, Mr. Booth 
repeated his assertion about adulteration, 
which, he said, had only begun.

Mr. Davis (III.) presented a petition of the 
wholesale grocers and dealers in sugar of Chi- 
cago remoust rating against the recommenda- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury that high 
and low grades of sugar be admitted at one rate 
of duty. Referred. 

The bill amending the Patent laws was laid 
aside, and the Indian Appropriation bill was 
taken up. 

Mr. Windom said the amendments to the bill 
were but tew. As it passed the House it appro- 
priates $4,681,278. The estimates were 84, 8, 
244. So it would seem that the House had sub- 
stantially conformed to the estimates. The net 
amount added by the Senate Committee 
on Appropriations was $58,577, and the 
most important items io the amend- 
ments were $2,500 for the Northern 
Chevenne and Arrapaho Indians, 823.400 for 
the Sioux, and $29,400 for the pay of Indian 
police. The amendments proposed by the Com- 
mittee op Appropriations were agreed to as fol- 
lows: For the pay of seventy-one Indian 
Agents, instead ofgseventy-four, as in the House 
bili; increasing the appropriation for the North- 
ern Chevenves and Arrapahoes from $35,000 to 
$37,500, aud that for the Sioux of the different 
tribes from $15,000 to 838,400. 

Tue Committee reported an amendment to 
strike out of the House bill the clause directing 
the President to prohibit the removal of the 
Apacnes and other Indians of Arizona aod New 


Mexico to the indian Territory. 

Mr. Maxey moved to non-concur in the ameud- 
ment of the Committee, and said that the five 
civilized tribes now residing itn the Indian Ter- 
ritory were prosperous, and it was detrimental 
to these Inaians, as well as to the States border- 
ing on that Territory, to bring wild trives of In- 
dians among them. 

Mr. Ipgails said during the past six years a 
process hed been going gradually on of concen- 
trating unfriendiy Indians into the Indian ‘Ter- 
ritorv. The Modocs, Northern Cheyennes, and 
various other bangs had been concentrated 
there. In September last, in consequence of 
tue unlawful concentration of Cheyenne Indi- 
ans on the Indian Territory, not less than 
thirty citizens of Kansas were massacred in 
cold blood by these Indians, who had been placed 
in the Indian Territory oy the Executive De- 
pariment of the Government witnout the au- 
thority of Congress. Hundreds of thousands 
of doilars’ worth of property was destroyed. 
At the prover time he would move to enlarge 
the provision of the House bill so as to forbid 
the intraduction of any Indians into the Indian 
Territory without the consent of Congress. 

After some further discussion, toe Senate re- 
fused to concur in the amendment of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations to strike out the 
clause, by a vote of veas, 8; aays, 32.

Mr. Giffen’s valuable paper on recent aceumu- 
lations of capital in the United Kingdom has 
exercised a very marked iniluence upon ecopom- 
ical speculation throughout Europe. The as- 
tonishing results which it brought out so im- 
pressed the imagination of foreigners, gave 
such definite form to the vague idea of British 
resources previously entertained, that several 
eminent statisticians have been stirred up to 
endeavor to ascertain, each for his own country, 
its realized wealth, and the rate at which it is 
growing. M. Vacher, for example, Deputy of 
the Correze, and Vice-Presiaent of the Paris 
Statistical Society, has just prepared a memoire 
upon the public avd private wealth of France 
which we desire to bring to the knowledge of 
our readers. We may, bowever, point out that 
M. Vacher’s inquiries are necessarily much 
more conjectural that Mr. Giffen’s. Up 
to a certain point there can be no doupt 
at all concerning Mr. Giffen’s valuations. The 
income-tax returus afford incontestabie evidence 
that the income upon which the tax has been 
paid does not exist. However we may differ in 
our estimates of the amount of mcome that es- 
capes the tax, we are all agreed as to the reality 
of that which is assessed. But tu France there 
is no wmcome-tax. M. Vacher therefore has no

000. M. Vacher’s next item is one which ünds 
no place in Mr, Gitfen’s paper; itis the high- 
ways of France. M. Vacher argues that they 
ought to be included, that they are as necessary 
as railways, that witbout them, in fact, very 
little wealth could be produced, and that their 
construction inyolved a vast outlay. Their 
value he estimates at the enormous sum of 
£305,109,600. The property in mortmain, in 
which is included the immovable property of the 
local authorities, hospitals, charitable institu- 
tions, and religious bodies, is estimated at £122,- 
445.718. Thus the total public property enu- 
merated is valued at 808,875,818, say 4600. 
000,000 sterling. Mr. Giffen's conjecture for the 
corresponding items in this eountry is 4400, 


000,000. 

Passing now to private property, we find that 
lands are estimated at £6,264, 960,000; houses at 
£627,000,000; mineral waters at £4,800,000; fish- 
erice, £1,840,000; sbi pings $21,200,000; indus- 
triul businesses at 4582.30, 000; money, £240,- 
000,000: gold and silver ornaments, £20,900,000; 
Stock Exchange securifies, £910,000,000; givin 
a total of 48,22. 120,000. Adding the public 
property, we arrive, according to M. Vacher, at 
£9,220,000,000 (46 billions of dollars) as the gross 
total of the capital value of all kinds of French 
wealth, public and private. Mr. Giffen, it may 
be remembered, arrived at £8, 500,000,000 as the 
gross total for Great Britain. It would follow, 
if M. Vacher is right, that France is a richer 
country than Great Britain. But, as we have 
pointed out already, M. Vacher includes items 
of which. Mr. Giffen takes no account. The 
basis of his calculatious may well be 
called in question in most instances. 
And he appears, too, to eapitalize at 
an excessiyelv high number of years, For lands 
and houses he takes the same tigures as Mr. 
Giffen,—thirteen and fliteen years respectively. 
M. Vacher has taken the English figures as he 
jound them, choosing the highest when sy ge 
together categories. M. Vacber tests by the ai 
of the legacy and succession duties the conclu- 
sions at which he bas arrived, as Mr. Giffen bad 
done before him. Porter, in his Progress of the 
Nation, not having the income-tax to heip him, 
was perforce obliged to use those duties for the 
purpose.. He ascertained through a series of 
years the proportion borne by the properties 
subject tothe duties to the whole number of 
deaths, and he assumed that the proportion 
would hold in respect to the living. In the 
absence of better data the results were 
valuable, but it is evident that tae 
process is very rough. Still, as a test, it 
has its value. M. Vacher finds, then, by this 
means the capital value of the real property of 
France to be £4,815,595,096, and that of the per- 
sonal property £3,744,237,798,—tugether, 45, 
059,850,494. Mr. Giffen found tue respective 
totals for this country £3,150.720,000 and 2£4,- 
710,870,000,—together, £7,861,500,000 (about 
$40,000,000,000). Here again, as before, we ar- 
rive at the conclusion that Frances the richer 
country of the two. It wül be noticed in par- 
ticular that the value of realty in France far ex- 
ceeds the value iu England; whereds personalty 
in England is far more valuable than in France.

She 
has, ip fact, reached the stage of development 
when a wary foreign policy and consgrvatism at 
home may be expected.

RUSSIAN CONQUESTS. 

AN BNGLISH VIEW OF RUSSIA—SHE 18 PRES* 
ING SOUTHWARD ON TURKBY AND BASTWAKED 
ON INDIA.

There is pow a practical unanimity among all 
English public men whose opinions are worth 
consideration that Russian designs against the 
Indiap Empire are inthe highest degree danger- 
ous, and there is a near approach toa unani- 
mous beief that such destens have long existed, 
and of late have been actively prosecuted. The 
debate just ended bas shown that this conclu- 
sion has at last been reached, though it has not 
been reached till after more than two years of 
strenuous interval dissension,—it might almost 
be said, of convulsion. Yet the existence of an 
impulse acting on Russia along the whole line 
of her enormous territory, and pressing her al- 
ways onwards to the south, might have been in- 
ferred from the most general and most familiar 
facts of history. We are not now speaking of 
tbe relations of the modern Russian Empire to its 
neighbors. Doubtless, they strongly suggest the 
action of some such force upoa successive Russian 
Governments. Every single conterminous State 
has been compelled to surrender territory to 
Russia; from some she has rent away great 
masses of it, aud whole civilizations of brilliant 
lustre have been ingulfed in the process. 
Doubtless, too, the pretexte of these annexa- 
tions have been so various, and have so strik- 
ingly contradicted one another, as to suggest 
that something lies behind them stronger than 
mere contionity of tradition and than mere 
vitality of ambition. But the conclusion. from 
which, as we have said, there is practically no 
digseut, is established by historical facts much 
older than Russia herself. 

The fact is, that the Russian people are the 
last of the great collection of semi-barbarous 
tribes which abandon themselves to the irre- 
sistible impulse of the moment irom the north 
to the south. What we cali ancient history is 
made up of the struggles and conquests 
of the communities surrounding the 
Mediterranean, conquests which in the end 
earried the Greeks far to the east 
in Asia and the Romans far to tne north amid 
the German forests. But all modern history 

s with the pressure southwards of dar- 

barians just tinged with the arts of civilization, 
and iculariy with the arts of scientific war 
and just sufficiently informed of the nature of 
Southern lands to be devoured with envy of 
their warmth, wealth, and luxury. But for this 
pressure England and the English people would 
not have existed, aud no European nation would 
have taken its present form and traversed the 
course of its actual history. It carried Germans 
into Northern Africa, Slavoniangs to the furth- 
est southern end of Greece, and Scandinavians 
into picily. Until Russia appeared on the sceue, 
the movement of the more barbarous societies 
towards lands more favoured by Southern cli- 
mate might be thought to have spent itself in 
the efforts of Frenchmen and Germans to pos- 
sess themselves of the country which, down to 
our own day, atoned by ber suffer- 
ings ior the “fatal eift of beauty. 
Opnee, ard once only, has the di- 
rection of thie progress deen reversed. 
The Arabs, a thoroughly Southern people, went 
very near towards conquering the world from 
the South, either by themselves or by the races 
which were drawn into the overpoweriug cur- 
rent of conquest which they set in motion. 
Here the impulse was stronger even than the 
greed of the half-barbarians for Southern lux- 
ury, for it was religious fanaticism, but it was 
much more transitory; and wherever it has de- 
cayed the man of the South again recedes be- 
fore the man of the North, not without exhorta- 
tions from disinterested bystanders to take him- 
self back to Arabia“ bag and baggage.“

EAST-BOUND FREIGHTS. 


The New York Conference Results in a Gen- 
eral Understanding—Uniform Rates for 
Through Freights Established on All the 
Roads. 

EAST-BOUND FREIGHTsS., 
Spectal Mnapatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Jan. 10.—This morning the Cotu- 
mittee appointed to covsider the recent ton- 
nage dispute at St. Louis, after a session of 
several hours, reported that they had satisfac- 
torily adjusted all differences in connection 
with the apportionment of tonnage at St, Louis. 
Details of the adjustment could not be 
obtained. The discussion of the main 
question which brought the Conference 
together was continued by the mem- 
members, and finally resulted in an agreement 
to establish a basis and plan for making and 
governing through rates for freight from inland 
cities to the foreigti ports. These rates are to 
be the sum of the ipland or rail rates and the 
ocean rates, and by the terms of the 
agreement are to be uniform from 
all ports; that is, the rate is to be the same via 
New York, Baltimore, Bostoa, etc. The rates, 
of course, will vary from time to time, accord- 
ing to current ocean freight quotations, but the 
uviformity as regards the various shipping 
ports is not to be violated, 

Commissioner Fink said last evening that the 
Joint Committee had accomplished the purpose 
for which it met, in the establishment of uni- 
form freight from inland cities to foreign ports. 
The conclusion reached was favorable alike to 
the railroads and shippers,and was heartily 
concurred in by all the representatives. The 
uniform rate established, it should 
be understood, extended only to through 
freight, and had nothing to do with freight 
shipped from Chicago or St. Louis to Baltimore, 
New York, or Boston. The object was to stop 
the cutting on through freight, which was disas- 
trous to the railroads and destroyed the confi- 
dence of shippers. 

In the schedule agreed upon, Mr, Fink said, 
the present railroad rates from Chicago to New 
York, 35 and 40 cents per 100 pounds on grain 
and freight of the fourth class, respectively, re- 
mained unchanged, and formed the land basis 
for through rate. To this was to be added 
the ocean freight rate, as it was quoted 
in the New York ‘market. The fluctuations in 
ocean rates would cause corresponding variations 
in through rates, and the ocean rate would be 
telegraphed to Chicago and other inland cities 
daily. Under this arrangement there would be 
but one rate from Chicago to any of the 
European ports by Whatever line or 
through whatever home port the shipper chose 
to send his freight. So from every other inland 
point where bilis of through lading were issued 
there would be but one rate proportionate to 
the distance of that point from tbe 


seaboard. As in the ease of Chicago,

John Russell Young writes as follows to the 
New York Herald from Madrid, under date of 
Nov. 17: 

Our party to-day is composed of Gen. and 
Mrs. Grapt, James Russell Lowell, our Minis- 
ter, and his wife, Col. Noeli, the Spanish soldier 
and gentleman, in waiting on the General, and 
your correspondent. We have learned certain 
facts about the Escurial which may interest the 
reader before we go further. The name Es- 
curial“ means iron dross, according to some 
authorities, based upon the mines of iron that 
are tound here. According to others it means 
the place of rocks, from the Arabic. The build- 
ing was intended as a convent and à palace, 
more especially aconvent. When the King be- 
gan to build he had been some years on the 
throne, and had begun to learn the vanity of 
earthly ambitions. On April 23, 1568, the first 
stone was laid, and the last stone on 
Sept. 13, 1584. As you pass into the court- 
yard the guide qhows you this stone, marked 
with a cross, on one of the eayes. The King 
came to live here in 1584, as soon as the build- 
ing was habitable, and bere he lived until his 
death in 1508. The site of the palace is 2,700 
feet above the sea level, and ite form is a 
rectangular parallelogram—744 feet from the 
north to the south and 580 from east to west. 
There are courts and windows, with turrets. A 
tradition has grown up that these are made to 
represent the gridiron on which St. Lawrence 
suffered martyrdom—that if you were to go up 
in a balloon and look down on the Escurial it 
would resemble a huge gridiron, with the feet 
turned upward. 1 would rather believe 
thie story then not, for there is something 
charming in the iaea of a great King tak- 
ing a gridirow as an emblem of architectural 
beauty and building therefrom one of the most 
wonderful monuments in the world. There 
was so much of the gridiron in the character of 
this lamented sovereign—the desire to roast 
people for the glory of God and the grandeur 
of Spain—that one hates to abandon the fable 
and I rather fancy that tradition is right, and 
that, whether the King intended it or not, his 
nature asserted itself. and we have a gridiron 
after all. A statue as you enter is that of St. 
Lawrence, for whom this convent is named and 


in whose honor it was built. The Saint has a- 


diron in his hand as a token of his martyr- 
om. The steel knob that opens the door of 
the church is in the form of a gridiron. In one 
of the rooms Which we shali soon see is a picture 
of the martyrdom of the saint, by Titian—a 
tremendous picture, full of gloom and power; 
one of the few martyrdoms which attract 
aud do not repe 0 great is the 
geuſus of the artist. You observe, therefore, 
that the gridiron has much to do Sith the Es- 
curial. In 1557, in the earliest days of the 
King's reign—before nis father had died, in 
fact—although he was among the monks in 
Estramadura, Philip fought tae French at St. 
Quentin. The battle going badly with him, 
he called on &t. Lawrence. This saint was a 
Spaniard, born in the Aragon country, near 
the ’yrenees, and was broiled on a gridiron 
over a slow fire by one of the Roman Emperors 
in 261. 80 Puilip called to Lawrence and 
vowed that if be were only made free of the 
Freuch or streugthened to defeat them he 
we ild build a monument to the saint so vast 
th swt the world would ever bold it in 
ave. Bo the saint took a hand in the 
fight and destroyed the French, and Philip 
could have taken Paris had he been so 
minded. But out of this came the Eecuriai and 
the tradition of the gridiron. I do not see how 
one ean resist the story. it is the whim of a 
King, and what should we hold more in rever- 
ence than the whims of Kings? So were the 
Pyramids,—the only monuments that remind 
you of the Escurial. It was the whim of Fred- 
erick’s father to have tall soldiers, of Louis 
XVI. to file locks, of George IV. to work over 
the buttons and trousers tei Let 
us reverence the whims of ! How much 
more of a King, this Puilip, to put away soldiers, 
and locks, and trousers, and, rising to the dig- 
nity of bis gridiron, make it an emblem of 
beauty.—make it, even as you now see it, a 
monument of the superstition, the tyranny, the 
arandeur, and the gloomy pride of an age when 
tue cloister swayed his scepire end his sceptre 
rulea the world! ) 
THE SEI OF THE BSCURIAL. 
We are told, and I yepeas the information as 
a mathematical fact, that the building covers a 
half million square feet; that there are eighty- 
eight fountains, fifteen  cleiste eighty-six 
staircascs, sixteen court-yards, and 3,000 feet of 
fresco. The court-yard over which we are pass- 
ing is the court of the K It leads to the 
church, which is surmounted by four Kings of 
Judah. I have forgotten their names, but re- 
member Meichizedek and Solomon. These 
statues are seventeen feet high, cut out of 
granite, the head and hands of marble, the 


crowns of bronze, There is nothing striking 
about them except their size. In fact, you are 
not allowed to escape from the impression that 
came upon you as you were toiling oyer the rail- 
way over the stony ridges. It is all stone, cold, 
sombre, and oppressive. It breathes the spirit 
of Philip, and falls upon you like a burden. 
MODERN ROYAL HOMES. 

We were escorted into the Royal apartments, 
for Kings have lived here, although not as io 
Philip’s day. What we see are a series of 
rooms, rooms running into rooms, plainly fur- 
nished, with some exceptions.” The tapestry is 
worth studying, and perhaps we should study 
it, but Gen. Grant “nas vo eye for tapestry, 
would be quite as well pleased with wall-paper. 
and pushes on to the windows, where be can sce 
something growing, and beyond which you may 
not only see the rocky hills, but a garden that 
has been ravaged from the rocks. As you look 
from the window up against the hill. you are 
shown a recess, two or three rocks formed 
like a chair, where Philip was wont 
to sit and brood over his gmdiron as it 

into shape. We are reminded that it 
would be well worth climbing up the hill and 
sitting in Philip's seat. But the way is long 
and the ascent is rough, and a cold wind is 
blowing, and one can see ws much of the Escu- 
rial as he wants without eucoustering pucu- 
monia. The tapestry represents pictures of 
Goya and Teniers, and goes back to the time 
of Charles III. and Charles IV. Charles III. 
was almost good enough as King to have been 
a President of the United States, and he is, 
perhaps, Dw only one since Charles V. who 
could has s the tests of a candidature, 
and he did many thi to improve Spain, to 
restore her palaces and add to her prosperity. 
Tbe only rooms that rise to royal value area 
suite of four chambers in a corner, which were 
occupied by Isabella. I do not think there are 
four more beautiful rooms in the world. The 
‘wails are inlaia with rare woods, the floors, the 
window-sille, every portion has been as care- 
fully decorated as though they bad been the 
masterpieces of Cellini. There was a table on 
which Isabella was wont to write her letters and 
proclamations, agem of decoration, as perfect 
asa picture. [he whole ig in exquisite taste, 
and shows lavish expense and extreme care in 
workmanship. The cost of the rooms alone is 
set down at $1,400,000. I did not learn under 
which this King this was done, but presume it 


was Charles . Philip never spent so much 
money on wood carving. He spentit for relics 
and stone. 


THE LIBRARY OF THE ESCURIAL. 

We were taken to the library. A polite at- 
tendant showed us some ol the gems of this 
room, which looked warm and cozy, really the 
only living-room in the Eeeurial. There were 
petures—Philip, with his suake eyes; Cuarles, 
with his drooling, drooping jowl; Charies I. in 
armor, and one of the third Philip, almost as 
great a fool as Charles II., with a weak but bu- 
man face. ‘The floors of this library are marbie, 
and the walls are gavly colored, aud you observe 
that the edges of the books are tarned toward 
vou, and put the backs. ‘There seemed to be no 
reason for this, but it bad always been the cus- 
tom in the Escurial. You observed, bow- 
ever, that the names of the books were 
printed on the edges in light let- 
ters, and so for all useful purposes 
the books are as accessible as if the backs were 
toward you. The library has shifted vacxward 
and forward, and during one of these sbiftings, 
when the later Ferdinand was King, about 10,0) 
volumes were lost. What became of them no 
ope knows, It is not polite to ask questions of 
a King. It must have been a rare library in its 
day, es ly in works of chivalry and tbeol-

It is a school, a church, and a tomb. When 
Charles V. was about to leave his throne he 
charged his son to build a Royal tomb worthy 
of the Kings of Spain.

GAS. 
THE COMMITTEE 
on Gas met in the Council Chamber yesterday 
afternoon to consider the proposition lately 
made by Messrs. Watkins an ! Billings, the rep- 
resentative men of the two gas companies. Mr. 
Watkins’ bid the Committee was inclined to re- 
gard as a reasonable one. Not so with the 
proposition of Mr. Billings, because he asked 
$26.50 per post per annum, and extra compen- 
sation for the work of lighting, extinguishing, 
cleaning, and repairing the lamps. This ex- 
tra“ would make the cost of each post about 
$30 peraunum. Inasmuch asthe city had al- 
ready advertised for bids for ligutiug the streets 
with oil, both propositions will be returned to 
the Council with toe recommendation that they 
be placed on file till the resuit of the oil-light- 
ing scheme shall be known. The Committee 
decided to recommend the filing of Ald. Stau- 
ber’s resolution calling upon the Legisiature to 
grant the city power to erect gas-works of its 
own; decided to recommend the passage of 
Ald. Waido’s resolution, requiring a division of 
the balance of the gas appropriation according 
to the number of lamps supplied by each gas 
company; placed on file Aid. Lawier's resolu- 
tion for tne temporary lighting of certain 
streets with oil; and fiied Aid. Rvan's resolu- 
tion calling upon the gas companies to furnish 
gas for $1.25 per 1,000 cubic feet from Jan. 1 to 
Mayl. The Committee will meet again Mon- 
day at3p. m. 
MR. BURTIS, 
the Secretary of the Chicago Gas Licht & Coke 
Company, said yesterday that he did vot con- 
sider that the Company whicb be bad the bonor 
to represent had received froin the city any or- 
ders to shut off the gas from the street lights. 
Mr. Farwell, Comptroller, had sent the Com- 
pany a notification to the effect that the Coun- 
Cul bad resobved that the gas must be furnisned 
for $1.50 per 1,000 cubic ſcet or else the supply 
must cease; and that in case the gas companies 
refused to accede to the demands, the Comp- 
troller is hereby directed to notify said gas com- 
panies to discontinue the lighting of the gas- 
lamps of the city.” Tue Comptroller 
had not notified them to discontinue the 
Niehting of the gas-lamps of tbe city.

HILL ET AL. 
DOUBTLESS A CANARD. 

A Washington dispatch in yesterday’s TM- 
UNE gave the gist of an article from the Wash- 
ington Hepublican in relation to an alleged new 
development in the Custom-House cases. It 
was apparently inspired by, Supvervising-Archt- 
tect Hill, and was to the effect that the proscut- 
ing oflicers of the Government were satisfied

A reporter asked Judge Bangs what he knew 
of the matter yesterday, and the Judge con- 
fessed his utter and entire ignorance on the 
subject. This was the first he had heard of any 
such thing, and he was disposed to attribute it 
to the idle vaporings of some Washington news- 
paper- man woo couldn't have relied upon any- 
thing but imagination, excited by perhaps too 
frequent libations, for nis facts. As to the 
Government having given up, or anything of 
that sort, ail he had to say was that, as far as 
he was concerned, be should endeavor to get a 
conviction against every one of the batch. 

Mr. Campbell, one of the special counsel in 
the case, said that neither he nor Judge Law- 
rence had ever expressed an opinion one way 
or another as to the evidence in the case, or 
the prospects of a conviction, and much less 
had they abandoned the idea, as the dispatch 
had it, of ever securing a conviction. In fact, 
owing to their recent burning-out at the Honore 
Block and the consequent removal and inter- 
ruption of their business, they had not been 
able to go through all the evidence, and so 
couldn’t have expressed an opinion any way. 
During the conversation an attache of the 
District-Attorney’s office brought in a sus- 
picious-looking box, covered with cabalistic 
signs, and mysteriously and careiully deposited 
it on a chair. Fearing that it might 
be an infernal machine, or something of 
a deadly character, and not wishing tosce the 
Ashlaud Block blown skyward, and the special 
counsel’s temporary offices reduced to trag- 
ments, the reporter cautiously inquired as to 
its contents. Mr. Campbeli stated that that 
very box, instead of containing a dangerous 
explosive, was rammed and jammed full of 
papers in these very cases,—papers which 
Judge Bangs had sent over for them to ex- 
amie. The reporter’s fears were silenced and 
he went away whole, comforting himself with 
the thougaot that his fate was not to be carried 
out in pieces on a sbutter,—at least on this 
occasion. 


POLICE ESTIMATES, 
MEBTING OF THE COMMITEE. 

The Committee on Police met in Chief 
Leavey’s office yesterday afternoon and looked 
over the estimates which the Chiefhad prepared 
and which have already been published. 
They unanimously ugreed to support the follow- 
ing items of salaries: Deputy-Superintendent 
Dixon, $2,750; Captains of Police, $1,800; 
Lieutenants, $1,400; Sergeants, $1,200; Sta- 
tiou- Keepers. $950. The salary of the Super- 
intendent was not changed, and $30,000 was 
agreed upon as the sum that should be asked 
for a pew station-house to take the place of the 
West Madison Street Station. Since the Com- 
mittee unanimously agreed to the above figures, 
it is lar to presume that they will advocate 
them when tue Appropriation bill comes be- 
jore the Council. If so, the estimates of 
the Police Department are liable to assume 
very magnificent proportions. Notwithstanding 
tue fact that the Committee decided to give to 
Cuief Seavey the increase which he asked for,— 
$4,000,—and sliced Joe Dixon’s portion down 
srom $3,500 to $2,750, the increase of the esti- 
mates under the hands of the Committee yes- 
terday wa B without saving anything 
about the :: „000 fora new station-house. A 
provortionate increase all through would make 
the appropriations $688, 109,—which they are not 
likely to be. And if the Committee decides 
every time it looks over those estimates that 
another new station is needed, the aggregate 
of the requests fur appropr.ations for the Police 
Department will be $947,177,—only twice as 
much as tne amountof the actual appropriations 
of last year.

This 
sketch has been expanded into a volume. The 
guthor disclaims any attempt to write a com- 
plete biography of Moticy. That work is left 
for another generation, when the correspond: 
ence of the historian and statesman, much of 
which is stil! under the seal of friendship, will 
be accessible. The biographer, whoever he 
may de, will have hard work to 
make a more icteresting volume than this of 
Dr. Holmes. Though avowedly only a memoir, 
it treats the subject with such personal knowl- 
edgeand sympathy that a write. less fortunate- 
ly laced, even though he possessed full com- 
mand of the correspondence, might weil hesi- 


Dr. Holmes has pre-empted the ground, without 
wholly occupying it. Hence, bis memoir may 
binder rather than help, as he suggests, the 
writing of a biography of his lamented friend. 
Mr. Motley's reputation grows with time. It 
is impossible’to read this volume fairly without 
coming to the opinion that he was underrated 
in his own eountry during his lifetime. Dr. 
Hotmes bas laid bare the causes of his diplo- 
matic failares in some bitime seutences. The 
judgment is all the more severe because tne 
- Jacts are givenon without varnish or gloss. They 
tell against the average of American political 
lite, which was the standard by which Motley 
was tried and found wanting. The conciu- 
sions are all plain, and cannot be truthfully de- 
nied. Motiey’s scholarship was an obstruction 
to his political advancement. His fine manners 
were offeusive toa part of his countrvmen. His 
intimacy with persons of birth and breeding 
abroad laid him open to coarse suspicions at 


home. Hus pa in was questioned by men 
who bad not the tithe of his native 
riguts to de considered a_i patriot. 


Motley belonged to an old New England fam- 
ls. His ancestry could be traced back easily 
for 200 years. He inherited his patriotism. He 
had it long before he had an office, or thought 
of baying one. The traditions of liberty, of re- 
sistance to tvranny, of representitive institu- 
tions, were handed down to him from New En- 
gland merchants and dtvines who got their opin- 
ions houestlv, and held them through blood and 
re. John Lothrop, his matermal grandfather, 
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riting **The Dutch Republic.” When it was 
ä no London publis ber could be found to 
print it. Mr. Murray civilly declined the manu 
seript, and it was published at the author's ex- 
peuse by Mr. John Chapman. Its success 
was immediate ani great. Mr. I’roude, who had 
never then seen the autuor, reviewed 
it favorably in the Westminster Iten ein, closing 
with the statement: His place will be at once 
conceded among the first historians in our com- 
mon laugusge. Nearly all the reviewers in 
England and America followed this lead. The 
book was translated into Dutch, into German, 


and into Russian. M. Guizot personally super- 
inten and wrote an ir troduetton for 
the neh edition. Dr. Lieber said Con- 


gress ought to give the author a vote 
of thanks. Mr. Irving. Mr. Baucroft, Mr. Sum- 
ner, Mr. Hiliard united their voices in the same 
strain of commendation. 

‘Fifteen thousand copies had already been 
sold in London in 1857. In America it was 
equally popular. Its author saw his naine 
enrolled by common consent among the 
great writers of his time. Europe accept- 
ed him, his country was proud to claim 
him, scholarship set its jealously- 
guarded seal upon the results of his labors, the 
reading world, which had not cared greatly for 
his stories, hung in delight over a narrative 
more exciting. thao romances, and the lonely 
student, who had almost forgotten the look ot 
living menin the sotitude of archives baunted 
by dead memories, found himself suddenly in 
the full blaze of a great reputation.“ | 

The tirst two volumes of The Ilistory of the 
United Netherlands ’’ were published in 1860, 
four years after The Dutch Republic.” The 
author had not to seck a publisher now. Mur- 
ray frankly admitted that be had made a mis- 
take, and solicited the privilege of printing what 
he had before refused. He was thenceforward 
Mr. Motley’s sole London publisher, while the 
Harpers had the American right to 
his, books, The first two volumes of The 
History; of the United Netherlands ’’ 
maintaiued and increased the reputation’ gained 
by the first history. The last two volumes, 
published in 1867, were less successful because 
the’ interest of the subject had begun to flag. 
They contained, however, many fine descriptions 
of events and characters. Mr. Motley’s “John 
of Barueveld“ was published in 1874. 
It was almost equal in dramatic in- 
terest to dis sketch of “* William the 
Sifent.” It formed, however, omy the 
intveduction to the last part of his original 
scheme, which was intended to cover the whole 
perio’ 1609-1648. Mr. Motley outlined his 

lan iu a letter from Rome to Mr. Francis II. 
Tnderwrood, dated March 4, 1850. “The whole 
work, te said, of which the three volumes 
already published form a part, will be called 
»The Eighty Years’ War of Liberty.’

Mr. Motley did not live to complete the third 
part of bis work. His history remains, like Ma- 
caulay’s England and Prescott's Philip the Sec- 
ond, a fragment. 

Mr. Moiley’s diplomatic career is a painful 
subject for the reviewer. ile had all the quali- 
ties which should bave made him successful in 
this kind of work. and he failed, not only in 
spite of them, but because of them.

It may well be ques- 
tioned whether Washington, with his grand man- 
per, would ve mearly as popular with what are 
called. the masses.” as Lincoln with his 
homely ways and broad stories. The Cloaca 
Maxima can hardjv mingle its contents with 
the stream of the Aqua Claudia. witoout taxing 
something from its crystal clearness. We need 
not go so far as one of our weli-kvown politicians 
has recently gone in saying that no great man can 
reach the highest position in our Government, bat 
we can safely say that, apart from military fame, 
the loftiest and purest aud finest personai qualities 
are not those hien can be most depended upon at 
the ballot- vox. 

These are bitter words, but not stronger than 
the circumstances of Motley’s retirement from 
office on two occasions seem to warrant.

Motley’s bovhood.was thoroughly American. 
He iived in Walnut street, near the corver of 
Beacon, in Boston. Two of his playmates then, 
and college-mates afterward, were Tuomas Gold 
Appicton.—the Boston wit and diner-out,—and 
Wendell Phillips. Ther went to school at 
Round Hili, Northampton, then wnder the 
care of Mr. Cogswell and Mr. Ban- 
croft, the historian of the United States. He 
had everything to spoil him,—*‘ beauty, preco- 
cious intelligence, and a personai charm whici 
migut have made him a universal favorize. Yet 
he does not seem to have been generally popular 
at this period of bis life. He was wiltful, im- 
petnous, sometimes supercilious, alwars fas- 
tidious.”” At the immature ageof 13 heent«red 
Harvard College. lis boyish traits kept with 
him during all his college course. and traces 
of them were evident in after-life. He was 
second or third in his class the first yeur, out 
lost his rank through vegligence, and was ru-- 
ticated.

It 
stung like the thrust of a stiletto.’’ He de- 
nounced the accusations as pitiful fabrica- 
tions and vile calumny. He admitted that he 
bad not concealed his opinions of Mr. Jonnson’s 
Reconstruction Policy trom members of his own

Ile could not hope 
to compete sucgessfuily with Prescott. The 
latter had the favor of the reading public op 
beth sides the Atlantic. At the same time Mr. 
Motley felt that the abandonment of his design 
would put an end to his historical writing. “It 
emed to me.“ he wrote long afterward. “that 
1 had nothing to do but to abandon at once 
a cherished dream, and probably renounce au- 
tnorship. For I had not first made up my 
mind to write history and then cast about for a 
subject. My subject had taken me up, drawn 
me ou, and absorbed me into itself. It was 
necessary for me, it seemed, to write the book 1 
had been thinking much of, even ii it were des- 
tined to fall dead from the press, and 1 
had uo iuelinatiou or interest to write 
avy other.“ The conduct of the 
two historians, under these circumstauces, was 
favorable to both. Motley went to Prescott and 
stated the case. Prescott received him with 
such a frank and ready and liberal sympathy 
and such an open-bearted, guiieless expansive- 
hess, that Motley felt a personal affection for 
lum from that hour. He assured me,” writes 
Motley, “that be had no objection to my pian; 
that he wished me every success, and that if 
there were any books in his library bearing on 
the subject tnat I liked to use they were en- 
tirely at my service.“ 

lu indi Motley left America. He resided for 
several years afterward at Berlin, Dresden, the 
Hague, aud Brussels, prosecuting his studies. 
He had not been abroad 1 betore he saw the 
necessity of throwing away all be had done in 
America, and starting afresh. His industrv in 
these years was marvelous. He astonished 
even the old Dutch annalists and archivists. His 
entrance in their midst reminds Dr. Holmes of 
Sir Joba Lubbock among his unt-hills. Un- 
douptedly he disturbs the ants in their praise- 
wort hy ust ry, much as nis attentions may 
flatter them. Unquestionably the ants (if their 
ineans of expressing themselves were equal to 


their apparent intellectual ability) could teach 
him many things that he has over- 
looked, and correct him in many 
Mistakes. But the ants will labor

more or less imperfect, but still organic, series 
relations.“ When one of the ants rises up 
re praises the historian for industry, the lat- 
must have applied himself well.

The crim hut tor of these sentences will be ap- 
preciated by nw class of readers more fully perhay s 
than by the ‘*interviewers’’ themseves, who, 
while they enjoy the wrath of the excellent 
aut nor, will peitwive that he has been guilry, in 
condgtuning them unheard aud without a par- 
ticle dt evidence, of precisely the offense which 
he charges against Mr. Seward on behalf of Mr. 
Motley. 5 

„Whether the author of the scandalous, let- 
ter, which it was ctsgracefu! to the Government 
to recognize.’ coutipues Dr. Holmes, was a 
proiessional interviewer, or only a malicious 
amateur, or whether he was a paid ‘spotter’ 
sent by some jealous official to report on the 
foreign Ministers, as is sometimes done in the 
case of conductors of city horse-cars, 
cannot be certainly known.’’ Mr. Motlev never 
knew who his accuser was. He did not wait to 
find out, but forwarded his resignation at once, 
and so retired from the service of the Govern- 
ment virtually on the charge of an anonymous 
informant. 

Dr. Holmes writes more temperatcly of the 
circumstances attending Mr. Motley’s retire- 
ment from the English Mission.

Holmes shows that the alleged cause of Mr. 
Motley's recall was not stated until one vear 
after it was said to be given; that he remained 
in office meantime without the slightest indica- 
tion that he was not giving satisfaction to bis 
superiors; that the letter recalling him was 
issued the day after the defeat of the San Do- 
miugo treaty; that the connection between the 
two latter events is much closer and more 
apparent than that between the resignation 
and bis official indiscretions in conversation 
with Lord Clarendou a year beibre; that 
Mr. Fish’s instructions in a letter subsequent to 
that conversation justified the course of Mr. 
Motley, aud that the friendship of Sumner for 
Motley, which procured nim the position in the 
first place, must at least have been an agwrava- 
tion of his old offeuse in the eyes ui Gen. Grant 
after the Sau Domingo affair. Dr. Holmes does 
not blame Gen. Grant so much as Mr. Fish for 
this unhappy rupture. It is not strange that 
the spurs of the man who had so lately got out 
of the saddle should catch ip the scholastic robe 
of the man on the floor of the Senate.

Whatever may have been the motives of the 
Presideut und Secretary of State, their action 
told with great effect upon Mr. Motley. It was 
a shock from which he never fully ‘recovered. 
If it be true that he was removed because he 
Was Suraner’s friend, and dealt with as the ally 
of the enemy, “the shaft which had glanced 
from the s tripler of the obdurate Senator 
struck to the heart of the sensitive Euvov.“ 
We cannot linger over the aceount of Mr. Mot- 
ley’s last illness, death, and burial. Enough has 
already been quoted to show that Dr. Holmes’ 
book is written with taste and vigor, and that 
it recommends itsclf to the good sense of in- 
telligent readers. The treatment of the sub- 
ject is eminently suggestive. One cannot read 
far, for instance, without wondering what would 
have become of Motley’s comprehensive 
literary scheme if he had not en- 
joyed private means, ample leisure, 
and enltivated society, an how far 
the want of these is the cause of the compara- 
tive dearth of American literature, and whether 
time will soon provide them in such abundance 
that our Augustan or Elizabethan age may 
dawn The career of Mr. Motley also raises a 
train of reflection as to the supposed conflict 
between culture and political life in a democra- 
cy. If this conflict is necessary and natural, 
democracies have something to answer ior 
which they cannot put off with a brute vote. 
These are large questions, which no one can 
hastily dispose of. It is time, however, they 
should be considered; and so far as Dr. 
Holmes’ book tends to put them in the way of 
settlement, it serves an excellent purpose, in 
addition to its primary one of telling the story 
of a good und great man’s life so that bis fame 
may be preserved, and others be induced to fol- 
low his example.

PRONUNCIATION OF LATIN. 

Mr. W. W. Story contributes to the last num- 
ber of the .Vorth American Review an article 
entitled Tue Pronuntiation of the Latin Lan- 
guage,”” which, as itis written by an eminent 
scholar skilled both in Latin and Italian, seems 
worthy of more than ordinary attention. There 
can scarcely be any question, says Mr. Siory, 
that at present all the vowels are pronounced 
incorrectly in what is known as the English 
Method of pronouncing Latin. Though we have 
all the vowel sounds, yet each vowel or charac- 
ter is differently sounded in English from 


the corresponding letters of any other 
nation. The new syllabus put forth 
by Oxford and Cambridge Professors, 


with a view to the adoption of the 
Continental Method, is still far from perfect. 
Though it starts with the declaration that mod- 
ern Itafian is probably nearer ancient Latin than 


any other modern language, it gives sounds to 
the vowels which are not recognized in Italian. 
The shortcomings with reference to the vowels 
are, however, comparatively unimportant. They 
could be got over if the sounds of the conso- 
pants were correctly given. But the conso- 
pants, according to the syllabus, are pro- 
nounced according to the German rule. 

cially is this true of the g, the c, and they, As 
far as scholarship is concerned, there can be 
no question that great deference is due to the 
erudition and critical acumen of the Germans. 
They are eminent as philologists, and in tbeir 
commentaries and criticisms they stand in the 
highest rank. But in their pronunciation of 
foreign languages the Germans are singularly 
inapt and without discrimination. In their ut- 
terance they confuse, copfound, and mispro- 
nounce more than half the consonants, seeming 
incapable of distinguishing between them to an 
extent which is found in no other nation. It 
is tuis defect of ear and utterance which 
renders them very unsafe guides in matters 
of pronunciation. So remarkable is this pecu- 
liarity that one has only to confound aud mis- 
pronounce the consonants of apy language in 
order to imitate the utterance of a German. 
Tbe Germans unconsciously transpose, without 
apparently recognizing any real difference, 5 
with p, d with t and th, g with cand gu, j with 
ch and g, F with v, s With z. You have only to 


dransvoze dese ledders ant you have de 
sbeech of a Chairman—in  garigacbure. 
This is equally the case iu their 


pronunciation of Italian, French, and Spanish. 
It is rare to finda German who can dietinctly 
say the simple words, Bon jour, Madame,“ 
withont eb three of the consonants,— 
Pon chour, Malame. The pronunciation of 
Latin by the Germans was formerly considered 
barbarous,.as Will plainly appear Irom the fol- 
lowing agcredited fragment of bistory: 10 
1482 Ambassadors [rom the were 
sent to Germany, whom the hancellor 
of the Umpersity of Tubingen was de- 
puted to answer. But his pronuncia- 
tion was so barbarous as to be nearly unintelli- 
gible, and the duty was thereupon transferred to 
Reuchlin, on the ground that he could at least 
make himself understood. and hada sonum pro- 
nuptiationis minus borridum.““ Aud in thie six 
teenth century, at Wurtembere, regulations 
were issued ordering that tuose whose German 
mouths could not provounce all the letters were 
not to be immediately beaten or dragged bv the 
hair! 

The pronunciation of Latin by the Italians, 
though it is probably incorrect in some particu- 
lars, would certainly seem to afford the best 
general rule to follow. They are the descend- 
ants of the, ancient Romans,—with much inter- 
mixture of foreign blood, undoubtedly, but 
stiil the nearest in line of all oations. The 
language has probably changed less in their 
mouths than in those of foreigners, of 
whatever clime or speech. It has been 
the coustaut utterance, even in its orig 
inai form, in the Church, from the 
earliest days of Christianity. It bas 
beep employed constantiy, as not only a written 
but a spoken language. Until 1870 it was the 
documentary language employed in the highest 
court ot law in Rome. It has, therefore, a con- 
tinuous line of living descent from the ancient 
days. 

in the pronunciation of e, g, and # the 
Italiaus differ entirely from the Germans. Be- 
tore e and i the cis pronounced by the Ltalians 
as our ch in church, but by the Germans as , 
and it is the latter pronounciation which 1s 
recommended by the syllabus of Cambridge and 
Oxford. In like manner the Italians make 
the g soft before e and i and hard before 
aando, justas we do generally in English, as 
in generat.on, ginger, ga laut, got. The Germans 
make it invariabiy hard, and the syllabus rec- 
ommends this pronunciation. The syllabus 
would have us pronounce Cicero Kikero. But 
the name of Cicero has always been a living 
name, familiar to every ear in Italy, and no one 
there ever heard it pronounced Kikero, It is 
alleged, as au argument iu tavur of tuis propun- 
ciation, that it was spelled with the Kappa, 
K keron, when written in ek. But sub- 
posing it were pronouneed by the ancient 
Romans as by the moderne, Chichero, how were 
the Greeks with their alphabet to reoresent 
the sound? They had no other letter with 
which to spell it pearer than Aappa. The chi 
was a deep guttural. 

In like manner to all ancient names of persons 
and places in which g occurs before e aud it is 
pronounced soft by tue Italians, and this 
affords one of the strongest proofs that it was 
so pronounced by the Latins. When we con- 
sider the large numberof pure Latin words 
still in constant use in Italy, without change, 
so manyof which are names of things and 


materials in common use,—words which 
have been constantly spoken at every 
turn,—it is difficult, to sav the 


least, to imagine that in all these the letter c 
has been vitally changed in its pronunciation by 
the Itailans and direct descendauts of the Ro- 
mans, while foreigners like the Germans have 
kept the original pronunciation. For instance, 
is it probable that such unchanged words as the 
following are all mispronounced in Italy !—civi- 
tas (etvita), cervello (cerebellum), celebre, cdo, 
celere, celare, cella, euere, ciccus, cibus (cibo), 
cimex (cimice), eisca, cippus .(cippo), cinctura, 
cista, sacerdo. 

Mr. Story thinks the proposed adoption of the 
Italian (and German) pronunciation of j is as 
unwise as the rejection of the Italian pronuncia- 
tion of the other consonants. The confusion in 
the Italian pronunciation of j is due to the fact 
that Latin had but one letter to express two 
sounds: one Was the sound of ias a vowel, and 
the other that of t as aconsonant. J as a con- 
sonant had nearly the sound of the English J, a 
fact which is indicated by the elision of vowels 
before i used as a vowel, and not before 
i used asaconsonant. if j had possessed the 
significance of long é or J (as in modern Italian 
or German) there would in verse be an elision 
of the preceding vowel. But any page of Vir- 
gil will show that such elision does not take 
Place.“ Mr. Story’s explanation of the wrong 
pronunciation of the Latin jiu Italian is that 
they nave no single character representing the 
jin Engiish.

SPARKS OF SCIENCE. 


HOW THE ALPS WERE FORMED. 

Mr. J. W. Judd, F. R. S., Professor of Geolo- 
gy at the Koyal School of Mines, gave the Mon- 
day lecture at the London Institution two 
weeks ago, his subject being the formation of 
the Swiss Alps. The results of geological ob- 
servations are, as the lecturer pointed out, that 
four stages cap be recognized in the history ot 
these Alps. First, the existence of a line of 
weakness tn the earth’s crust nearly coincident 
with the line of the present mountains. This 


results of which can still be traced. 
there followed along this line of weak- 
ness u depression, and in this hugh trough“ 
of miles in extent there were accumulated 
sands, limestoues, and clays by various forms of 
water agencies und by animals hring in the wa- 
ters. Thiruly, there followed the consolidation 
ot these soft and loose materials. There is evi- 
dence that the accumulation was of from six to 
seven miles in chickness, and the mere weight 
of the superincumbenut material on the lower 
strata would have a share iu effecting consolida- 
tion. But this was not all. Under this vast cov- 
eriug heat bad led to crystallization from fusion. 
There was, too, the crushing in from the sides 
of the trough. This was illustrated by a model 
of the lateSir H. de la Beche, where lateral vress- 
ure was emploved on layersof iifferent colored 
cloth, sbowing how crumpling resulted, with 
uplifting of parts of the accumulated mass. 
Fourthly, there bad been the sculpturiog of all 
this into its present form, which was the work of 
rains and frosts. Some of the existing peaks 
even 8,000 feet high, were composed entirely of 
the disintegrated material resuiting from tae 
action of the water, either as ice in glaciers or 
as rain aud streams. The amount of material 
removed in this way was so stupendous it was 
almost staggering to try to grasp the facts. The 
aculpturing of the contours is still going on. 
This fourth stage was of quite recent date, 
speaking geoiogically; but the whole history in- 
volved a lapse of time which at the beginning of 
this century philosopbers would not have beep 
prepared to grant, even if tuis since acquired 
knowledge of facts had been presented to them. 
— 
THE ORIGIN OF COMETS. 

In his theory of the development of the solar 
system, Kant derives the cometa from the sub- 
stance of the condensing solar nebula, He re- 
gards them as really planets, which, through 
some disturbing cause, have been forced out of 
their normal orbit. On the other hand, La 
Place, in working out his nebula hypothesia, 
supposes comets to be formed of matter dis- 
persed throughout the regions of the fixed stars, 
and that their oriBin has no relation to the solar 
nebula. Are we in possession of facts which 
may warrant a positive decision between these 
two theories? This inquiry has recently been 
studied by Prof. Newton, who, in a recent num- 
ber of the American Journa' of Sei- 
ence and Arts, first indicates the conse- 
quence of the two theories with regard 
to form and distribution of the comeétery paths, 
and then compares the actually observed patns 
oi 247 comets, The former are represented by 
the author in two graphic carves, and when the 
results of observation are put into the same 
form, it is at first found that the eurve thus had 
differs from both the theoretical ones. As, 
however, the known comets all have their peri- 
velion (that part of their orbit nearest the sun) 
within tbe orbit of Mars, and are exposed to 
planetary disturbances, Prof. Newton calculates 
the iofluence of these disturbances, and arrives 
at the resulr that the curve corresponding to 
to the actual cometary paths is thus brought 
into good agreement with the theoretical curve 
deduced from La Place's hypothesis, whereas it 
does not so agree with the curve from Keot’s 
hypothesis. Thus the origin of comcts, it seems, 
must be placed in interstellar space. 

A NEW FLOWER.

THE PHONEIDOSCOPE. 
Baltimore Mewsenger . 

An instrument with the 
name was presented to the Societe Francaise de 
Physique, at its last meeting, by the inventor, 
M. Taylor. Its object is to show, opticaliy, the 
delicate particularities of sonorous y 
movement. A thin film of liquid glycerine is 
formed on a small opening made in a piece of 
blackened brass, and it reflects the light in a 
lamp in producing either on the retina direct or 
by orojection on a screen, the well-known irri- 
descent effects of thin trausvarent plates. As 
long as the film is motionless, the simple colors | 
of irridesceuce alone are visible. But if, by 
means of a bent tube, the vibrations of a sus- | 
tained sound are conducted underneath that 
film, by the voice or otherwise, the film begins 
to vibrate, and the colors are distributed geo- 
metrically, on the surface fixed 
bands and moving rings, the disposition of 
which varies with the depth of the tone and the 
nature of the harmony accompanying it—that is 
to say, the pitch. Tavior showed, by pro- 
ection, that the acoustic figures thus obtained 

ome more and more complicated as the tone 
emitted rises. or when, the height remaining 
constant, different vowels are pronounced. The 
colors thrown on the screen differed during the 
experiment iu proportion as the film became 
thinner by evaporation, but the acoustic figures 
did not vary. The results obtained are extreme- 
ly eurious and of varied appearance, according 
as apertures of different forms are used. M. 
Tavlor projected the phenomena produced by 
openings triangular, uare, and round, by 
means of the Drumm light. The consider- 
able heat which accompames that process of 
lighting causes, after a certain time, the eyapo- 
ration of the film of glycerine, and terminates 
the experiment. But its duration may be aug- 
mented by passing the luminous rays through a 
Class flask filled with water, which deorives 
them of the greater portion of the qualities ab- 
sorbable by the liquid glycerine. 


AN ECLIPSE FOR MARS. 

At the last meeting of the Royal Astronom- 
ical Society, London, Mr. Marth called atten- 
tion to a phenomenon occurring this year. The 
phenomenon in question would only be seen by 
astronomers on the planet Mars. On Nov. 12, 
1879, about two minutes before 2, Greenwich 
mean time, a small black body would make its 
appearance on the south following side of the 
disc of the sun; in six minutes it would have 
fully entered upon the dise, and proceed slowly 
from left to right in a direction little inclined 
to the eciiptic of Mars. About a quarter past 
4 another and bigger biack body would en- 
croach upon the.disc, and would occupy twenty- 
one minutes before it had fully entered upon 
it. These twe bodies were the moon and 
the earth, and they would de visible 
from all parts of planets where the sun was 
above the horizon. But observers placed along 
a certain zone or track would have the opportau- 
nity of seeing a third and apparentiv bigve: 
body cross the sun’s disc. This third body was 
Pho the inner satellite, but observers on 
Mars would be far more interested in the transit 
of the earth and moon than io that of Phobos, 
since in the course of a Martial year there were 
no less than about 1,388 transits of Phobos 
across the sun visible from some or other 
of the planet, while the number of transits of 
Deimos was abont 133. On the other hand, 
transits of the earth and moon were rare occur- 
rences, the last one having taken piace in the 
year 1800, while the next to follow would kap- 
pen in 1905. 


THE HABITS OF BIRDS. 

At a recent meeting of the Marvland Acaae- 
my of Sciences, Mr. Otto Lugger read a paper 
on birds, based upon bis own personal observa- 
tions. Most birds, be said, take but two meals 
a dav,—early in the morning and about dark; 
birds of prey rarely more than one a day. Three 
hours out of the twenty-four seem sufficient 
rest in sleep for singing birds. They ase sensi- 
bly affected by atmospheric conditions, singing 
less, and less jubilantiy during clondy, wet 
weather. Male birds usually mate with one 
female and remain faithful to her, guarding her 
while she builds the nest for the comine brood, 
and feeding ber while she is incut ating the eggs, 
or taking her place while sie flies off in 
search of food. Birds have li, tle discrimina- 

of under 
them Int ineu to 
Raten acorus or nuts H placed in the nest in- 
stead of eggs. A temperature of 86 degrees 
Fahrenheit for twenty-one days is required to 
hatch most birds’ eggs. The voung are not as- 
sisted by their parents to leave the egg, but 
when each one has broken its waydu: the 
parent carefully removes the pieces of broken 
egg from the next. The young generally emerge 
from the larger end of the egy, and, before 
coming out, be heard at work breaking their 
way. They are born hungry, open their mouths 
for food as soon as born, and are great caters. 
Their eves open in from five to ten days. When 
the young bird is old enough to forage for it- 
self it is cruelly driven away bythe parent 
birds. Many birds are much troubled by skio 
aud feather parasites on their heads and wings.

It is said that the volcaue of Cotopaxi is in 
such a state ot activity that the clouds of ashes 
and smoke issuing from it can be seen at Gua- 
yaquil, on the shores of the Pacific. 


The Chemiler Zeitung, No. 42, for 1878, states 
that immense deposits of gold have recently 
been found in Patagonia, extending from the 
Cordilleras to the ocean, and from Santa Cruz 
to Terra del Fuego. 

Mr. Willian Brain, of the Trafalgar Coll- 
jeries, in the Forest of Dean, after several 
years devoted to careful experiments on the ap- 
Dlication of electricity to lighting the colliery 
workings, made a successful experiment last 
week in lighting the pit banks. The result 
leads the Messrs. Brain to hope that they may 
conan? use this light at thew extensive 
works. 


Prof. Barker, of the University of Penusyl- 
vania, a thoroughly competent authority. having 
had the princiole of Mr. Edison’s adaptation of 
the electric light communicated to him, has pro- 
nounced that the invention is both new and 
successful. Mr. Edison maintains that the es- 
sential part of his invention is entirely novel. 
A minute investigation into all known applica- 
tions of the light bgg failed to detect anything 
corresponding to Wat be has achieved. —Athe- 
mum. 


The main body of the London Missionary 
Societs’s Expedition reached Ujijion Aug. 23, 
in good health and strength, eighteen days after 
leaving Mirambo. Blackmail was levied upon it 
by Katalumpula and the ferryman who carried 
them across the Malagarazi River; but these ex- 
actiohs would have been more severe had not 
Mirambo shown bis interest in the expedition 
by attaching a small escort to it. The journey 
was an unprecedentedly fortunate one.

‘can be found so comprehensive and complete a 
review of the agricultural condition of Iowa‘as 
m his report. From it I condense the follow-

After the generai statement that the people 
of the State have cause for thaukfulness for the 
dounteous harvest, he says 

PRICES HAVE NOT BEEN ENCOURAGING. 

Since the beginning of market corn has been 
bought, on the line of the Chicago & North- 
western Road, for eight cents per pushe!,—the 
usual price is about 20; that is better than to 
burn it for fuel. Wheat has sold from 30 to 
30 cents; that is better than to let the land lie 
idle. Beef-cattle have sold for three and a half 
‘cents per pound; the people eat beef, and pay 
eight to eighteen cents per pound,—a profit to 
. the butcher which enables bim to accumulate 
wealth rapidly, and thus build up the State. 
Hogs have sold from two to three eents ver 
pound: refused in December at two cents be- 
cause there were thousends in the pens which 
could not be slaughtered for want of capacity 
in the bouses. Two cents per pound for hogs 
‘will not pay. ‘To avoid this overproduction, 
there must be a more varied system of Ayri- 
culture. To compensate tor these low prices, 
there are low prices for all things consumed in 
‘the family, so that the economical farmer and 

thrifty wife can feed and ciothe themselves 
be tter and cheaper, aud have a wider margin 
left for books and papers, which will tend to a 
wider. diffusion of knowledge and tell on the 
arm. 
SMALL FARMS. 

Instead of attempting large oneratious, with- 
ont capitai unless borrowed, and speculating 
upon crops not yet planted or fit for market, ft 
is better to avoid debt with a twenty-acre farm, 
under high cultivation, well stocked, and the 
home comfortable and unincumbered. - The 
‘worry and fret over a mortgage will do a farmer 
much injury. It brings discouragement, care- 
Jessness, neglect of family,—never a spare dol- 
lar to give them for their own delight ; then 
comes ialeness, the farm is swept awav, fol- 
jowed by despondency, disease, and death. 
Divide your land, sell to some enterprising, act- 
ive man. and he will set the neighborhood to 
gcratching. Let us have infinitely more farms, 

and influitely more men to work them. 
| CORN. 

Five millions one hundred thousand acres of 
corn were planted in Iowa. Eighty-four coun- 
ties reporting give an average vield for the 
State of forty bushels per acre, showing a total 
product of 204,000,000 bushels—an increase of 
20,000,000 bushels over 1877, which places Iowa 
next to Illinois, and it is probable will place 
owa ahead of that State. Assuming that 80 
per cent will be needed for home-consumption, 
there would be a surplus of 24,000,000 bushels,

Dogs are the greatest enemies to success in 
sheep-growing. The natural advantages of the 
State are all in favor of another trial of sheep- 
growing. Secure a few hardy sheep, of good 
breeds,—not at extravagant prices,—and care 
for them with halt the attention given to hots 
and cattle, and here is a tield that will add 
wealth tothe farm in larger proportion than 
apy other avimal that can be putonit. The 
remedy, to destroy those pests of the flock that 
lurk about cities and towns, or belong to some 
land-owner who never pays a tax on them, seems 
easy. Pass a law of exterminatien or taxation, 
and enforce it. Let all damages done by dogs 
be paid by tue owvers to the person damaged. 
If tbe Legislature will not give relief, strychnine 
is effective, and, sprinkled on the dead carcass 
of a sheep, the do&s will get it and die. A gun 
is a good thing. Shoot to kill, and bury the 
carcass for fertilizing purposes. | 

SHEEP. 

Sheep-raising can be made profitable in Iowa. 
Sell the surplus mutton at home. Sheep in cat- 
tie and horse-pastures will clean out the bushes, 
which other animals will not, so aiso in corn 
and oat-fields, doing little damage to the grain. 
No animal growu on the farm so enriches it as 
sheep, or is so valuable as a diversifier of agri- 
culture, or is more valuable for food, or is less 
liable to epidemic diseases, or is so certain of a 
good price for all its parts. 

The total wool-clip of the world for 1877, was 
1,497.500,000 pounds, valued at 8150,000, 000. 
For 1878 it will be 10,000,000 pounds less. 

The uumber of sheep in Iowa waa, 1867, 1,598,- 
29%; 1875, 724.204; 1877, 318.439; 1878. 288,228— 
a decrease from 1867 of 1,309,998, directly attribu- 


table to dogs. 


The 2,900,000 square miles of the United 
States in 1870 produced 100,000,000 pounds of 
wool,—less than one pound for every twenty- 
nine square miles; while the British Isles, with 
186.000 square miles, produeed 260,000,000 
pounds, or 2,100 pounds per square mile. The 
Liuited States that year imported io wools and 
woolens to the value of $42,220,355, and exvort- 
ed in 1809 $82,238,773 in breadstuffs and only 
$315,881 in wool. These figures will alarm ‘us 
when the population of Iowa becomes ‘5,000,000. 

A large growth of wool will induce the build- 
ing of factories and the use of capital and skill- 
ed labor. The causes of failure of the heaviest 
factories in lowa were: 1. Home-produced wool 
could not supply the demand. 2 Imperfect 
machinery. 3. Uunskilled management. 4. 
The uvexplained reason that nearly everybody 
thinks what comes from abroad is better than 
that produced at home. People will gorge 
taemselves on hash at a hotel, who would be 
gingerly over the best roast turkey prepared by 
the wife.or mother in the home-kitchen. These 
causes can be overcome and rooted out. 


OATS, ; 
The cat-crop promised splendidly. It was of 
fine quality and large in quantity; but damaging 


storms came and largely reduced it when nearly | 


ready for harvest. In 1877 the area was 1,100,- 
000 acres; the product 46,750,000 bushels, For 
1878 eight counties report an average vield of 
thirty-pine anda half bushels per acre, which 
will give, with the area of 1877, a product ot 
43.450,000 bushels,—a decrease from 1877 of 
8,300,000 bushels. The average price is 13 cents 
per bushel,—a decrease of six cetts. Sixty-five 
per cent will be required for home-cvonsumotion, 
which leave 15,207,000 bushels lor export, pro- 
ducing a revenue of $1,976,975. 
BARLEY. 

This is the most uncertain of all cereals in 
Iowa. The crop, which promised well early in 
the season, with cXtraordinary yield, was, by 
bad weatber in June, iargely decreased in 
quantity and quality. The average yield was 
8.400 bushels, valned at $1,940,000. Tbe 
highest price paid was 80) cents, the lowest price 
1l cents. Average yield, 27 busheis per acre. 


RYE. 

This cereal is well adapted to Towa, and sel- 
dom fails. With all the unfavorable weather, 
for the season, the product was but little af- 
fected. The area is placed at 43.000 acres: 
yield, 908,000 busbels; value, $307,020. Aver- 
age vield, twenty-one bushels per acre; aver- 
age price paid, BA cents; higbest price, 75 cents; 
lowest, 25 cents. Highest yield; forty bushets; 
lowest, eight. 

FLAX. 

The Secretary evidentiy does net havea very 
exalted idea of flax, and treats it very sum- 
marily. But he will learn his mistake some 
day. It is growing every year in importance. 
He reports the average area at 72.984 acres: 
product, 529,826 bushels of seed, which, at 
$1.25, would produce $662,205. 

ENTOMOLOBIST. 

Iowa has to send abroad for all information 
regarding üsects, whether they be injurious or 
not. The State needs an Entomologist, and 
must have one. The State Agricultural Society 
will insist on it until such an official is secured.

AN ATTACK ON THE SILVER DOLLAR. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Hype Park, Jan. 10.—The future status of 
silver coin in our monetary system is a pro- 
found interest. but at present of very uncertain 
definition. This uncertainty is tbe result of 
complex causes over which we dave no legisia- 
tive control. ‘Theever-varying relations of sup- 
ply and demand, with its arbitrary revision of 
vaiues, is one of the elements of doubt as to 
the future of silver. Tue future policy of finan- 
cial Europe with regard to silver as a commer- 
‘cial equivalent cannot now be very accurately 
forecast, but, whenever determined, must have 
a decisive effect on the future of silver coin. 
Senator Allison spoke wisely, “That it is van 
fer us to hope to re-establish the status of silver 
without the concurrent action of the leading 
commercial States of Europe.“ Hence the sil 
ver conference at Paris. The historical basis on 
which silver and gold were comed into the 
money of account was in the fixed ratio of abso- 
lute equivalents. Whenever this absolute 
equivalency of value becaine disturbed, as has 
often occurred, a legal readjustment of the ratio 
has always restored the equilibrium of 
the essential values of coined money. 
The tundamental idea of metallic money 
being that of an absolute essential equivaient in 
value, tt became a practical necessity to ad just 
the unitary value of the two coins on the basis 
of essential equality. dt was reserved for our 
modern flat financier to discover that a fractional 
part is equal to the whole,—that coins of un- 
equal vaiue are equaltbrated dy virtue of legal 
definitionus,—that a comed fiction is quite as 
valuable as a coined fact. Nevertheless, it will 
probably be found true, as of old, that a perfect 
unity of value must be restored to the gold and 
silver units before this silver question cap be 
rightly settled. 

The real problem of financial statesmanship is 
to impart to our several forms of money a per- 
fect unity apd convertibility of value. is 
neediess to say that the promiscuous coinage of 
gold and silver units of unequal essential value 
is not in the direction of monetary unity, and 
must result ultimately in the expulsion of gold 
coin from our monetary system. This is one of 
the axioms of experience. This result will re- 
duce us to the sipglc-standard basis. Will it be

The yield is now close 
on to 100,000,000, and steadily increas- 
ing, though far below the “ placer” 
days of California and Australia. Our own 
gotd-fields are good for about 650,000, 00 an- 
nually. A supply of about $15,000,000 per 
year was found sufficient for the uses of the en- 
tire race of man up to say thirty years ago. 
For a long period previous to 1840-30 the 
world’s aunual supply of both gold and silver 
did not exeeed (according to Parliamentary Re- 
port) an average of 655,000,000. It requires a 
great store of metallic assurance to assert that 
America is to be ruined by imitations to three 
times the amount of gold that was found amp! 

sufficient for all the commercial and financia 
uses of 1,000,000,000 people at the beginniog of 
the present generation. One thing is certain, — 
if anything is certain: that our current produc- 
tion of gold is largely in excess of a sufficiency 
for all the demands of finance and commerce of 
our country, ifkept at nome and utilized. But, 
if it is to be banished to foreign shores by un- 
friendly discrimination in favor of che flat dol- 
lar,“ our entire gold product will ove 
lost to us for domestic monetary uses 
Silver will assuredly in time become the sole 
mouey—real mdney—of both legal and com- 
mercial account. ho isto reap any benetit 
from this Pagan reaction exeept the silver-cam- 
blers of the Pacifle Coast, and Rothschilds, the 
proposed of ‘*free coinage” | 

If the impetaous advocates al the defunct 
silver dollar wish, as they proſess, to re-establish 
the former relations of equivalency between 
gold and silver units of value, they must con- 
gent to unify thetr value regardless of the old 
ratio of specifie gravity. The supreme, essen- 
tial idea of money is that of value,—iaberent 
equivalency. The circumstance of weight is put 
a fluctuating ingideng, subject to perpetual re- 
adjustment. at it isa matter of prime con- 
cern to find anf establish a unitary ratio be- 
tween the two metals on the basis of which they 
may circulate’ on the plane of. equal 
value and universal convertibility is 
very evident’ to all thoughtful men. 
If such ratio canbe found and fixed by con- 
current action inthe monetary system of the 
most influeatial nations of the commercial 
world, then a double standard of money value 
is both practical and desirable. But if such 
ratio cannot be so agreed upon, then silver 
must sink toe @ebordinate position of versatile 
and undeflnable lue in the world of trade. 
By confession of (stiver ‘antilority, silver is.a)- 
ready practically: demonetized in France, and 
she only awaits the opportunity that our Free- 
Coinage ”’ act will afford ber to sell out at par 
her vast store of depreciated coin, and with the 
goiden proceeds preciaim tue singie gold stand- 
ard. er immense stock of gold coin pute her 
in better position to.discard suver than that of 
any other European Power, and all the 
indications suggest that she will sub- 
ordinate silver legally, at an early day. 
This result need not excite our apprehension, 
for she will not need to draw on the world's 
3 being already abundantly supplied with 
C01d. 

The pangs of alarm that have seized a portion 
of our people about au impending dearth of gold 
are not justified by the solid facts of the situa- 
tion. 

Measured by the most sensitive and accurate 
teststhat it is possible to apply, it will be found 
that goid has not, save in phenomenal cases, 
appreciated in value for along time pass. The 
only conservative test of the value of an article 
of useful, fixed property is its productive ca- 
pacity. We ask sat income will à block of 
buildings, a farm, a share of Kock, yield? The 
answer is the test of the solid value of the prop- 
erty. Take nationa! securities, as being the 
farthest removed from the disturbing infiu- 
ences of the law of supply and demand. as the 
most sensitive and trustworthy test of the com- 
parative purchasing power and increment value 
of gold, and ft will be found that there has 
been no appreciation of gold at all, put 
rather a marked decline of 20 to 33 per cent. 
This is verified by the fact that we are now re- 
funding hundreds of millions of 6 per cent gola 
bouds isto 4 per cents. Also by a correspondin 
declension in commercial rates for menos. Which 
ranged during many consecutive months the 
past two years in New York at 1@2 per cent per 
annum on thirty-day call loans. It is 1— 
evidenced by the very material decline m 
the purchasing power of gold for Gov- 
ernment bonds and other stable securi- 
ties during the past ten years. A careful 
comparison of tables of{commercial values will 
also show that gold has last ou au average 15% 
20 per cent of its exchangeable value the past 
thirty years. It is not the gold unit that bas 
accrued in value in late years, but it is the 
power of combined and enfranchised gold that 
has grown so threatening to the public weal, 

Very vaturally, at a time of general reaction 
from a forced and delirious inflation, of contrac- 
tion of credit, of notice of payment in lieu of 
universal borrowing and debt contracting, of 
profound distrust and insolvency, there comes a 
pressing temporary demand for all the real 
solvent money of the commercial world. This 
demand is ephemeral. Toe moment that clear- 
ances are arranged confidence reappears, par 
credit revives again, and the demand for coined 
money declines to insiguificant proportions. 
There is an exaggerated popular notion that we 
require as large a ratio of money as France. 
She has $50 per capita; we 820, perhaps. The 
French are a distrustful, miserly people. They 
don’t bank, but /hoard. They pay cash in hand, 
money circulates sluggishly, and much is re- 
quired to do a little business. 

The deposit reports of the French banks in- 
dicate that fully 90 per cent of all business pav- 
ments are made in actual cash transfers, and not 
through barfk. With us, however, at least 99 
per cent of our business transactions are ef- 
fected by payment in evidences of indebtedness 
rather than In coined money. Over 90 per ent 
of this goes tarough bank, giving great celerity 


to transactions, and effectivg a large economy 
in the use of money. Then our telegraphic 
transiers of credit, Clearing-House cancella- 
tion, postal-order transfer of money, lightning 
eXpressage by sea and land, give such velocity 
to our financial transactions that one dollar is 
made to do tae work of three or four dollars in 
phieg matic Germany or miserly France. 

Velocity of circulation rather than volume 
must determine the amount of money per 
capita tuat is required by a people to express 
the value of their business exchanges. Keon- 
omy so complete in the use of coined money 
aud emancipation from its pinching despotisin 
must be regarded as the most consummate - 
achievement of American civilization. 

Such is the economy and velocttv of our finan- 
tial methods that we require not to exeued $15 
per capita to fully accommodate all legitimate 
demands of business, $700,000,000 of par cur- 
rency will require a coin besis or re- 
serve of not to exeded $250,000,000 as 
a practical earnest of redewption. To ac- 
commodate aud maintain such a basis in 
gold coin from the auriferous wealth of, Pa- 
cific Coast is a task of the utmost easd. We 
have ouly to fear rather too great an aecumu- 
lation of coin reserve te be useful or pratitable 
to the country so long as the ſoreige-enchanee 
balance runs persistent}y in uur favor.

REGULATING RAILROADS, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan, 4.—It is easy to 
theorize, but difficult to perform. It is easy to 
declare what objects should be attained, but 
how to secure them—Aie labor, hoe opus est. 
The railroad problem is exceedingly intricate 
and hard to soive. The railroad system is neces- 
sarily in a formative condition, and must con- 
tinue so for some time to come. Neglect and 
mistakes may retard the solution of the diffi- 
} culties, but wise management and prudent leg- 
islation will hasten their settlement and reduce 
the discordant elements which now exist to or- 
der and harmony. The system is like a steam- 
engine in which all the conditions for success- 
ful operation exists, but one. There is the tre- 
mendous power by which itis driven. There is 
the ingenious and diversified machinery, every 
part of whichis in its appropriate position and 
ready to perform its duty, but it lacks a gov- 
ernor to regulate its motions and to make it 
steady and uniform in its action. 

So with the railroad system. It needs some 
paramount authority to govern its movements, 
and prevent the sudden impulses and irregu- 
larities which are constantiy occurring. The 
system is not self-adjusting. It is not auto- 
matic. Somé superior extraneous power is nec- 
essary to force a complimnce with its own rules 
and regulations. This controiling power is to 
be found in Congressional legislation and the 
establishment ol a National Railroad Bureau. 

We have said this legislation should not be 
antagonistic, but auxiliary. It should tend to 
strengthen and develop the system, and at the 
same time to make it regular and barmonious in 
its action. Owing tothe pecuiisr character of 
our institutions, State laws and nationak laws 
must combine torether and be made aurxiliarvy 
to each other. State legislation should control 
roads that are local in their character, while 
Congress should govern those which 
are used to carry on commerce be- 
tween the States; but the tariffs es: ablished 
by esch should be made to harmonize. 
This will be a difficult task unless there is 
some common basis of action. It tue roads and 
the State and national authorities should act 
separately, our present discordant condition 
will continue to exist. But if those authorities 
would adopt the action of the roads whenever 
reasonable, and make some general regulation 
founded upon such action, it would go far to- 
wards a solution of the dilficultics. 

Let us cite an example. There has been a 
wide discrimination against railroad stations in 
the interior of the States and in favor of large 
commercial cities. it has bedn done upon the 
railroad axiom that the local tariffs must be 
made to sustain the reads. This operates to 
the disadvaniage of agricultural, commercial, 
and manufacturing interests ju the interior, 
and tends to build up the large centres of com- 
merce to their injury. The internal cities and 


towns should be placed upon as near a 
par as possivie with cities which are 
jocated upon our lakes and rivers, and 


which possess far superior natural advantages. 
In fact, because of the lack of these advantages 
they are really entitled to some artificial dis- 
tinction in their favor, by operation ot law, 80 
as to protect their interests and develop tkeir 
industries. 

It is understood here, at the West, that St. 
Louis, Peoria, Chicago, Indianapolis, and Cin- 
cinnati are the great railroad centres, and that 
rates are regularly establisned by a pooling ar- 
rangement from these points to Eastern cities 
and markets. It is required that all contracts 
for freight from these centres stiall be reported 
daily to the Pool Commissioners. I suggest 
that whatever territory may be commercially 
connected with these centres, such as Ohio, Lu- 
diana, IIlinois, and Missouri, and any other 
State, shail be divided into districts by State 
and natioval tegislation, which districts shall be 


that whenever the roatis shail establish rates for 
any one of these centres to an Eastern market, 
those rates shall control for the whole district, 
with such slight modification, it any, as 
may be reasonable; that the contracts which 
are daily reported to the Pool Commission er 
shail also be reported daily to the Board of 
State Commissoners and the National Bureau; 
that an average rate derived from these reports 
shall be published daily by the Board of State 
Commissioners and National Bureau as regu- 
jarly asthe daily market reports, and these 
published decisions of the State Board and 
National Bureau, founded upon the aciion of 
of the railroads themselves, shall be the rule by 
which reichts shall be establisned throughout 
the wholes of these districts respectively. For 
instance, if the railroads shall determine that a 
rate oi 20 cents per 100 pounds of grain from 
Chicago to New York is right and proper for 
the present mooth of January, then lot the law 
determine that 20 cents shall be tue tariiff from 
every station iu the district in which Chicago 
is located to New York for the same time, with 
such shght modification, if avy, as may 
be reasonable. Every shipper then in the 
district will know by tae daily pub- 
lished reports what he should pay for 
a car-load to any Eastern market. He would 
not then be dependent upon the whims and

caprices of raitroad authorities who proverbially 
discriminate against smaller cities and — 
e 
tendency would be to develop manufacturing ip- 
dustries throughout the interior of the States. 
They would not cluster around the great com- 
mercial cities because of thcir supposed railroad 
advantages and opportunities for securing 
cheap freights; but the hum of machinery 
would resound througbout the whole land, for 
the veneiit of the farmer and merchant as well 
as the manufacturer. If we could abolish this 
odious railroad maxim that local traffic must 
su oport the railroads, and eculd give the masses 
ot zue people in the interior Of the State an 
even chavce with large cities to reach the East- 
ern markets with their produce and manuiac- 
tures, every town and village might become the 
centre of an enterprising and industrious mapu- 
facturing population, therevy blessing and ben- 
efitting every class ol dur community.

Some More Emma Minee=--A Brief 
Married Life. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Crim- 
| inal Proceedings, Etc. 


Judge Moore is engaged in hearing a suit 
growing out of the once notorious Emma Mine. 
The complainant is F. A. Bragg, who claims 
one-thirticth of the profits of the mine between 
1868 and 1870, and a like share of the amount 
for which the mine was sold to the English 
Company. It seem that in 1868 an association 
was started here, consisting of F. A. Bragg, 
James Smith, James Steele, and Tarlton Jones, 
for the purpose of making a speculation in sil- 
ver mining. Smith was furnished with money, 
and sent out, and, after an unsuccessful trip, he 
struck the Emma Mine, and, asis claimed, bought 
a one-sixth interest, which he was to divide 
equally with his four partuers. But when he 
found the mine was a paying venture he forgot 
his agreement. He died in 1872, alter reaping 
$1,000,000 profits, most of which he spent. The 
mine in 1571 was solid to an English company 
for $5,000,000, with which sale the public is 
probably familiar. Bragg claims a one-fiftn of 
this sixth interest, Doth in the mespe profits 
and the amount of the sale. The case was be- 
gun three or four years ago, and a very large 
amount of testimony has been taken. Steele 
and Jones and the representatives of Smith are 
made parties defendant.

Boston Tranecrtovt. 
Mr. Burnett, the owner of the 300 acres in 
Southboro, Mass., known as Deerfoot Farm, 
makes a specialty of breeding, raising, and fat- 
tening hogs, and converting them into various 
articles of food, and of the products of the 
dairy. The conversion of the carcasses into 
hams and bacon, and the manufacture of sau- 
sages and lard is carried onin the most system- 
atic manner and on an extensive scale, extra 
pains being taken to produce for the private 
consumption of customers in Boston, New 
York, and Philadelphia the choicest and most 
palatable articles. r. Burnett raises about 350 
hogs annually, and purchases from the tarmers 
of Vermont 1,500 fat Berkshires, which make 
the best pork. After being dressed. the hogs 
are kept in a refrigerator ior forty-eight hours, 
when they are cut up, the hams and 
bacon cured iu the most approved man- 
ner, the lard tried out and canned free from 
adulteration, aud the pork packed in kegs of fif- 
teen and twenty-five pounds weiwht; the sau- 
sage-meat chopped by machinery and seasoned 
with the 24 — of sage and pepper that 
can be obtained, and then made into sausages. 
Mr. Burnect’s bacon has taken the place ot im- 
ported English bacon iu the Boston market, and 
become 6o popular in Philadelphia that one deal- 
er has offered to take the entire product of 
Deerfoot Farm, which amounts to 300 sides a 
day. while 8,000 hams are cured annuaily. The 
product of sausages averages about 1,000 pounds 
a day. Another specialty of Mr. Burnett’s is 
the canning of pigs’ feet, which are sold largely 
in the season to yachting parties. The piggery 
at Deerfoot Farm is au extensive affair, located 
at some distance from the main buildings, and 
consists of a Building eighty by forty feet, 
with a wing sixty by twenty feet, contain- 
ing pens, in which were scen about 20 
swine of all ages, from the sucking pig to the 
hog ready for the scaiding-vat. The animals are 
ted twice a gay on a cooked mixture of two- 
thirds corn-meal and one-third ground oats, 
which Mr. Burnett bas demonstrated to be the 
most profitable food for iattening hogs. in 
the dairy the Devonshire process Of producing 
clotted cream ig used. New milk, scalded, is 
placed in long, large pans, Which are placed 


| under a refrigerator, where it is cooled rapidiy,

Burnett also manufactures from 250 to 300 
pounds of butter a week from the milk of fifty 
cows, of which twenty-five are thorougnbred 
Jerseys. The butter sells readily at 75 cents a 
pound.— Boston Transcript.

The Woman's National Christiaw® Temper- 
ance Union Does Net Ask the Ballot for 
Women. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

New York, Jan. 7.—Fearing the public may 

be misled by the statements made in one of the 
Rev. Joseph Cook’s late lectures, and by com- 
munications published in various papers in re- 
gard tothe temperauce work of women, as re- 
lated to political and woman’s suffrage move- 
ments, we deem it important that the true posi- 
tion of the Woman's Nationai Christian Tem- 
perance Union on these questions should be 
defined. 
At the last annua! meeting held at Baltimore, 
Nov. 6—11, after a full and free discussion of 
woman’s suffrage, as it relates to the temper- 
ance qnestion, the National Union refused to 
adopt any plan of work involving the ballot for 
women, and passed the following resolution: 
Hesolved, That, while we would not trammel our 
mem ers in the exercise of their private views, yet 
we believe that as a society we can best subserve 
the interests of God and humanity by going before 
the puodlic with one issue; therefore we deprecate 
the introduction of any side question, and recom- 
mend the presentation of our cause from a Gospel 
stand-point that will command the sympathy and 
co-operation of the Christian church. 
Besides this a majority of thinking temver- 
ance women deem the project of wouren’s vot- 
ing on the temperance question impracticable, 
for the reason that women may not vote on any 
question until men enfrauchise them. The 
men upholding the liquor trafiic will not give 
women the power to do anything to which they 
are opposed. The appeal then would have force 
with temperance men only, and they cannot 
confer a power which they do not as yet pos- 
sess. These men could as easily make the law 
themselves as to give women the power to 
make it. Maine and some otoer States have al- 
ready done this without the political aid of 
women. In view of all these facts, it becomes 
evident that any movement which involves 
effort for political power by women cannot de 
considered in harmouy with the plans adopted 
at the last session of the National Union.

The Memory of Andre. 

To the Lditor of The Tribune. 
New York, Jan. 7.—Maj. Audre was a gifted, 
brilliant, and a brave and spirited young man. 
He was by his rank, talents, and social qualities 
a leader in the gay Royalist and Tory circles of 
those days in Philadelphia and New York, as 
well as being widely known and admired in Eu- 
gland. Hence his untimely and ignominious 
death was a severe shock to an extended and 
influential arcle. Englisimen have chosen to 


perpetuate his memory by placing bis remains 
and inscribing bis name among the most illus- 
trious and honored of the nation’s dead. It was 
their privilege. But there is another side to be 
considered, another view to be taken of the 
character of Andre,—a view which has been ob- 
scured by a spirit of adulation’ on one side, and 
by sympathy and magnanimity on the other. 
And better will it be now and ip the future not 
to outrage that sympathy aud maguvanimity. | 
Had Andre been taken within an evemy’s 
lines as a spy merely, bis life would have been 
forfeited by the common consent and usage of 
all civilized nations. But he might have been 
there as such from patriotic motives, and thus 
have sacrificed himseli, as did Natuau Hale, 
without disnonor. But Andre was withiu the 
American tines—having prostituted a flag of 
truce for the purpose—to corrupt and bribe a 
high and trusted officer—a Major-General—that 
through the treachery our patriotic Revoiution- 
arv leaders should be betrayed, and perhaps 
brought to the scaffold, and our strongholds 
aod our armies sacrificed. In this he nearly 
succeeded, and from tbat day to this the name 
of Benedict Arnold has been the synonym of 
treason, treachery, and iniamy. And more, 


Andre expected to escape by the pre. 
sentation of a pass which Arnoid 
himself had corruptly concocted. Are 


these the facts, or are they not! If so, the act 
ou the part of Andre was equaily intamous with 
that of Arnoid. It was undertaken deliberately 
as such, and well kuowing che consequences if 
taken, Now, it is not probable that a man of 
honor, of principle, or of real worth, would 
have been concerned in such an affair. 

Gen. Howe, with a nicer sense of honor, or 


at least a due appreciation of the proprieties of 


— — 


civilized warfare, gave orders to Andre to onl 
appear within the American lines in his u 
form. But Andre, lacking principle himself, 
and, haviog formed nis ideas of American char- 
acter from such wen as Arnold and the Tories 
beforementioned, with whom be had associated, 
he regarded Americansas without principle also. 
Hence, in dealing with them, he disregarded 
those rules ot honor which are especially the 
glory of military men. But when he found 
himeelf in the custody of three of the unpaid 


and illy-provided private solaiers of our 
army, and found that his offer of 
his watch and money, and finally 


his muniticent offers of gold, were spurned, and 
when he found himself soon after among tnose 
distinguished Americans composing, as Dean 
Stauley testifies, an intellectual constellation 
such as ovly appear in epochs in the history of 
the world,“ then be realized his error; but, alas, 
it was too late. 

Still, when confronted with his crime and its 
terrific penalty, such was the gallant bearing of 
Andre that, notwithstanding that so imminent 
was the peril to our cause by the treachery that 
Washington and his compatriots were nearly 
crushed by the blow, it was with extreme 
reluctance and profound grief that they could 
condemn him to the death he so justly merited. 

Now, if Mr. Field will set up a stone on the 
place of Andre’s execution recording these facts, 
there can be no objection thereto. In fact, it 
might be commendable. But if there be thereon 
an inscription covering or garbling the facts, 
thus casting reproach upon our Revolutionary 
Fathers, it is to be hoped that there is among us 
enough of the spirit of 76 to grind it * 2 


Law. Reform. 
To the Editor of Tue Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Jan. 10.—That invention which at 
the least cost will produce the most in an hour’s 
labor is, under the severe but natural laws of 
competition in trade, the best known and most 
popular, because the most practical. But while 
this rule applies with effect to all branches of 
mechanics and to every deoart:inent of domestic 
economy io which the importaut question of 
money-getting and saving is the subject of con- 
troversy, it lamentably fails of practical force 
when applied to the question of law-reform. 
That our laws as written are mystified, muzzled, 
and mauacled by a spare of legal intricacies, de- 
nied, disfigured, and distorted by cupping tricks 
aud other disrenutable practices of the “ learn- 
ed and eloquent“ advocates of what is, when 
stripped of its deception and made plain and 
pure, one of the highest professions studied by 
man, uo one doubts whose unfortunate expe- 
rience bas led him with a grist to an attorney’s 


mill. 

I think it safe to say that nine-tenths of the 
litigants of this city are business men, who are 
engaged in some way in trade or manufactures. 
As u class, they are practical, and many of them 
well educated, aud yet they furnish the great 
bulk of food upon which the hungry cormo- 
rants of the law subsist. 

There is bardly a firm of any prominence in 
Chicago ia the mercantile trade—and this 
assertion is true of any other city of prominence 
in this country—that has not its big-salaried or 
heavy-commissioned law firm to do what any 
mau calling himself a business man should be 
able to do for himself, or his bookkeeper or 
traveling salesman be competent to do for 
him. 

The reason so much of the quibbling litigation 
is given into the hands of lawyers is, that there 
are 60 many small, mean points of law discus- 
siov, uscless, but used by attorneys to mutilate 
and destroy the truth. and to prolong the suit 
for the financial benefit of the lawyer, that busi- 
ness men have no time nor inclination to study 
tne fine art of checkmating by other than a 
square business way the dishonest debtor, and 
it is by ways that are dark and tricks that are 
vain “ that so many thousand pettifoggers find 
a living. 

The practice of calling upon members of the 
profcesion for information upon simple business 
matters, when, in a thousand cases to one, the 
exercise of the rigid rules of common sense 
would solve the problem and save the cost of a 
suit, is a libel upon our common-school educa- 
tion: and the reiorm of the laws will not have 
been begun until in every public school througa- 
out the land is a Law Department in which the 
youth of our country sre taugat, as they are 
instructed in the condensed books of history. 
Instead of making the law a specia! study, and 
couuned only to the young man or woman Who 
has a taste for the profession, it should be 
made compulsory, if for mo other reason ‘hao 
as a sigral-iight of danger ahead for the rising 
young of this cencration. 

I do not say that lawyers are not, and will not 
continue to a limited extent to be, a necessary 
evil, for there are causes in which the meshes 
of the law can only be untangled by experi- 
enced students in legerdemain. But in propor- 
tion as the peopic reform our present laws aod 
complicated rules of practice into a more prac- 
tical and comprebensive shape will the demand 
for tbe services of this distinguished class of 
our citizens gradually diminish. 

Out of our present administration of the code 

there has grown a powerful, aristocratic, and ex- 
clusive proiession, to. a larger degree than is 
known or recognized by any other nation. Not 
“to the end [so much] that the administration 
of justice may be kept pure“ (Cooper and 
others on Blodgett), is there such a rusn 
to the ranks of the profession, but 
as the shortest and surest road to a 
great man, decorated for afew brief days with 
political honors and power. In reply to my 
question, a lawyer said that no man could 
consider himself a gentleman until he had read 
Blackstone, to which Conclusian I come without 
much meutal reservation, that if in the ranks of 
that employment only are to be found gentlemen, 
—supposing, of gourse thatever, lawyer has read 
Blackstone—a supposition that might be ques- 
tioned,—then Noah Webster made one blunder 
in definition. All moral reform begtus at home, 
and all law reform must begiu in township 
caucus by the selection of men of intelligence— 
honest men—for positions of trust, without re- 
gard to any professional titles of recommenda- 
tiov. : 
We must elect to places of trust and impor- 
tance more scholars, men of character, and dis- 
tinguisaed for their learning and practical abilt- 
ty, than now to represeut us. If we would pre- 
serve and strengthen our Republican Govern- 
ment, we must destroy the law monopely that con- 
trols our Congress, and draw our strength from 
the itelligence and learning of the various em- 
ployments of life, as in England, France, and 
Germany. That we have in our courts and in 
Congress learned lawyers, no one can deny, but 
that fact does notin the slightest degree de- 
crease the responsibility of every citizen to labor 
for that reform which is the enemy of cliques 
aud corrupt courts. C. S.

Cuicaaco, Jan. 10.— Having been a daily reader 
of Tae Trisune fora number of years, and 
having sympathized with you in many of the 
positions you have taken, I cannot refrain from 
expressing my gratification at the stand you 
nave taken against the further immigration oi 
Chinese into the United States. You state in 
your editorial of Jan.7 the main grounds for 
the prevention of further immigration of 
Chinese. 

Having, this last season, traveled all over 
the State of California, except the extreme 
southern part, I feel competent to state that 
Chinese immigration is detrimental and_ per- 
nicious to civilization, aud to wuite men ip par- 


ticular. 

The mass of the people of California are op- 
posed to Chinese immigration. With the ex- 
ception of a few capitalists and moneyed monop- 
olies, who derive a revenue from tnis source, 
the people of California are loud in their denun- 
ciutions of the scourge that is destroying them. 
It is not too much to say that the Chinese of 
California nave injured California worse than 
the grasshoppers did Kansas or Nebraska a few 
years ago. And what u more, the Chinese are 
a cortinual a = the grasshoppers 

re a ten porary afliictiou. 

r Know lamilies from Illinois who 
have been stranded high and dry by this class 
of slave’ labor. They went to Calizornia in ex- 
pectation of bettering their condition, and but 
for this destructive Chinese immigration would 
to-day have beeu iu comfortable crcumstances. 
This class of cheap labor coming into the coun- 
try destroved their hopes as laborers, and the 
rapacity of capitalists, wuo rapidly absorb all 
valuable land io the country, bas deprived them 
from acquiring homes of their own. 

This immigration sloes not tend to make 
American hoines or American people. It tends 
to make the rich man riener and the pour man 
poorer. It places capital in the hands of the 
few, and beggars the masses. It is entirely op- 
posed in its workings to @ free country and to 
republican institutions. 

Tae United States does not gain citizens when 
it imports Chinese within its limits: it merely 
degrades its present population. When you 
land a heatden Asiatic in San Francisco, you 
atrixe a blow at the civilization of the country. 
Some poor, honest white laoorer is deprived of 
his place to give this heataen Chinee 4 place to 
work. Perhaps thts poor white citizen has a fam- 
ily to suoport and providefor. Almost uaodoubt- 
ediy be has taken out naturalization-pavers, and 
sworn allegiance to the United States. Tuns, 
theu. is the treatment be receives trom his 
adopted country. :

side, you see ouly the great 
ranches of the rich man. It howe you that 
this is not the country of the poor man, or of 
the thrifty well-to-do, but that the rich man and 
the hirelings are the occupants of these beauti- 
ful valleys. Ane who but capitalists encourage 
this thing? Itisa plain proposition that you 
encourage Asiatic immigration from the West, 
ou discourage European immigration from the 
ast. Andit is also a pertinent question to 
ask, Which class of immigration is the most 
desirable for afree country and Republican in- 
stitutions! 

Send missionaries to China to Christianize 
Chinamen, bat do not bring Chinese here to 
heathcnize American men. 

What a continued immigration of this class of 
Asiatic slave labor would do for this country I 
do not know. but 1 do know that the beautiful 
State of California would to-day bioom and 
blossom as the rose were it not for this scourge 
and blight of pauper labor. And instead of be- 
ine the home of happy families of moderate 
means, it is the harboring place of capitalists 
and slaves. 

l would not advise wen of small means or 
laboring men to go to California for the pres- 


ent. 

Until this Chinese question is settled, no poor 
man with a family should goto California in ex- 
pectation of bettering his condition. 

Catifornia is not made up of rich and fertile 
prairies like Illinois. where all the settler bas to 
do is to drive bis stakes and start bis plow to 
reap a harvest, but is made up of mountains 
and foot-hills and vailevs, the last of which are 
only productive of crops. The foot-hilis fur- 
nish grazing for stock, the mountains furnish 
nothing but fuel, and the valleys are the only 
farming land. 

This valley land, where it is worth anything 
for crops, sells for from $50 to %200 per acre, 
and sume very valuable land near market is held 
from $300 to $500 per acre. Other land may be 
bought for much less than any of these prices, 
but that is because of its unproductivevess or 
distance from market. Mountain jand and some 
of the foot-hills have no productive value what- 
ever, and are good only for Indians and game. 

I can say that from a six months’ experience 
in California, during which time I traveled over 
500 miles by rail and nearly 2,000 by wagun, that 
I admire the beautiful scenery of its mountains, 
the verduré of its foot-hills, and the fruitful- 
ness of its valleys, and withail the beautiful 
climate whicb fit possesses; but yet with ail these 
it has that horrible bligut of Asiatic slave labor, 
which makes masters of the few and beggars of 
the many. X.

How Oysters Are Fattened. 
Baitimore News. 

Very few persons who feast on the large and 
toothsome oysters which are served up at the 
raw boxes of many of the oyster-houses in this 
city have the remotest idea from what source 
the luscious bivalves are obtained, or in what 
manner they are fattened. 

The oysters obtainea from Tangier Sound, 
Lynuhaven, and what is Known as the Seaside. 
oysters are a rather small oyster, inclosed jn an 
immense she!l—their native element beindealt 
water. hese oysters, when dredged and 
brought to the Baltimore market, are sold to 
the packers and others at the rate of about 60 
cents a bushel. 

Recently a plan has been discovered by which 
these oysters can be not only fattened in a very 
short time, but their value enhanced at least 150 
per cent. Two of the larger oyster-packing 
firms are now engaged in this busivess, and the 
manner of procedure is described as follows by 
one who bas watched the operation: 

When the oysters are unloaded {rom the pun- 
gies they are transferred to stows, over which a 
deck is built, and on which deck toe oysters are 
placed. Each of these scows will carry a deck- 
load of about 600 bushels of oysters. The scows 
are then towed to a point in the Patapsco River, 
near the Ferry-Bar Bridge, where the water is 
quite shallow. 

The vacant space in the scow, between the 
deck and the bottom, is filled with water by 
means of a valve, and the scow is sunk. Tuere 
she is left during two flood-tides, when the 
water is pu;aped from her by means of a small 
machine provided for the purpvuse, and the 
scows are then towed up to the city again. 

The change from the salt to the fresh water 
and the immersion of the oyster during these 
fluod-tides, it is said, fattens them until, what 
was at first but a comparatively insignificant 
vyster, becomes a plump and luscious bivalve, 
filling its entire immense shell. 

Aiter this operation, tlie oysters, which, as 
stated, cost origivally about 60 cents a bushel, 
are placed on the market, and readily command 
from $1.50 to $1.60 a bushel. 

Yesterday there were seven scow loads of 
these oysters immersed, and the tirms engaged 
in the business have twelve scows constantly 
employed. The whole operation is under the 
supervision of ope man, who undertakes the 
fattening for a consideration of 10 vents a 
bushel, the firms furnishing all the appliances.

It is not water alone that is mixed with milk. 
Thousands of galions, and probably hundreds 
of thousands, are sold in our cities which have 
passed through large tins, or vats, in which it 
has been mixed with Various substanes. 
I ems told that, after being drawn 
from these vats, it tastes better and 
will keep longer than pure milk. Ke 
ceipte for the mixture can be bought by new 
miikmen from old on payment of the required 
sum. Iam assured, upon what I believe to be 
reliable authority, that thousands of gallons of 
so-called milk have been, and probably are, sold 
in this city, which do not contain one drop of 
the genuine article. Probably this kind is prin- 
cipally sold to the poor. 

Large quantities of the meats of animals, 
more or less diseased, are sold in our markets. 
Cows, in the neighborhood of large cities, are 
fed upon material which produces a large flow 
of unwholesome milk. oultry are fed upon 
material which produces unwholesome eggs. 
Meats end fish are made unwholesome, 
frequently poisonous, by cereless and cruel 
methods of killing. [Lobsters, trawls, etc.) 
Batter is not only manufactured in enormous 
quantities from animal fats, obtained probably 
in mauy instances from diseased animals; but 
this also is now still further adulterated with an 
article still cheaper. It is estimated that during 
1877 there was manufactured in this country 
about 75,000,000 pounds of this butter. It is 
estimated that in 1878 there was manufactured 
nat less than 90,000,000 pounds. It is estimated 
that during 1877 more than 40,000,000 pounds of 
cheese was manufactured here from the same 
material. A large portion of these products are 
s0 diszuised as to deceive the public, and are 
sold as the pure, unadulterated product of the 
milk of the cow. lu these products have been 
jound, by analysis, horse-fat, fat from bones, 
aud tat such as is principally used for 
making candies; and the whole prepared 
with a heat not sufficient to kill the 
parasites which euterand breed in human bodies. 
It would require a volume to explain the adul- 
terations of foods sold in our markets, many of 
which endanger health and life; and they are 
constantly increasing. Whatis being done to 
stop these aduiterations? So far as | am aware, 
nothing whatever. The San Francisco .Vews- 
Letter has been recently showing up some of the 
adulterations of toodsin that city. Exhausted 
tea-leaves, colored with Prussian blue, or indi- 
go. Coffee, made of burnt flour flavored with 
essence of coffee. Bread largely composed of 
potatoes and alum. Cocoa composed of a com- 
pound ef filthy mixtures. Sugar, made heavy 
by the addition of iron sand. It declares that 
it is simpiy astonishing to what extent these 
frauds are carried on in that citv. 

Now take wines and liquérs. A California 
chemist recently analyzed many samples of 
whisky, purchased at different places in Sau 
Francisco. He found them adulterated with 
creosote, salts of copper, alum, and other inju- 
rious substances. He states it, in his published 
report, as bis opinion that there is hardiv any 
pure whisky sold in that city.“ A gentleman 
recently purchased from a prominent Boston 
firm a cask of pure sherry wine for his sick 
wile. His wife grew worse. He had the wine 
sualyzed, and found there was not a drop of the 
juice of the grape in it. Large quantities of 
pur so-called European wines and liquors are 
manulactured here, shipped to Europe, 
reshipped and sold here as the pure 
nice of the grave. A large portion of our

Deadly poisons could only be sold by persons of 
xood character, licensed by the police authori- 
ties to sell them. They were required to be 
kept under lock and key, and the key kept in the 
personal possession of the person licensed to. 
sell, and every sale was required to be regis- 
tered, and the registry Dreserved twenty 
years for the inspection of the police. These 
and a hundred other regulations to prevent the 
improper sale of poisonous, dangerous, and adul- 
terated articles, and to protect public health,

Perhaps uo Stronger evidence 
of the contparative freedom in this country can

—Fe'lowWitizens of the Senate and House 
of Ltepreentatives: Iwo years have passed since 
the sepresentatives of the people last assembled 
to deliberate and legislate noon the important 
interests of their constituents in this State. 
During this time the people have been favored 
With usual health, and the scourge of disease, 
which has so afflicted portions of our land, has 
deen providentiaily stayed and arrested in its 


‘fatal career at our very border. The harvescs | 


have been bountiful, especially for the year just 
closed. The trade and industry of the State 
are reviving. and the spirit and courage of the 
people take new life from the evidences on 
every band that there are prosperous days for 
this State and@uation in the immediate future. 
Toe resumption of specie payments by the 
Culted States Government, after a suspension 
of seventzen years, is one of the grandest facts 
and achievements in the financial history of na- 
tions. Its accomplishment is evidence alike of 
the wise councils which have governed our pol- 
icy, avd of the « normous resources and surplus 
production which have made it possible. We 
have abuvcant reason to give thanks to the 
Giver of all good for the favor which been shown 
usasa;eopic. JI congratulate you upon your 
ass mbimg together at tue opening of à new 
year under sv favorable circumstances. 
THE CHIEF DUTY OF THE GOVERNOR,

Guard could reach the different points 
in the State where the rioters were interfering 
with labor, and in possession of railrvad trains 
and manuiacturing and minine establishments, 
ail unlawful assemblages were dispersed and 
business resumed. Wulle the strike and riot- 
ous lawlessuess resulted in no destraction of 
property in tuis State, it cost the State a con- 
siderable sum of money. beides the loss sus- 
tained by citizeus in the interference -with their 
busivess. ! 
Tue officers and men of the [Illinois National 
Guard are entitled to the heartiest thanks of 
toe people of the State for their promp: and 
eflicient service. As already stated, every mili- 
tary vrgamization in the State was called to 
duty, aud was either in active service or at its 
armory awailing orders ior about fliteen days. 
Tbe ar ny — and machine-shops, and fac- 
tories in Chicago, Peoria, Galesburg, Decatur, 
aod East St. Louis were in the bands ot 
the moh, as weil as the mines at Braidwood, 
LaSalic, and some otber places; and all these 
places were urgently demanding a military force 
tu aid the civil authorities in their efforts to pre- 
serve the peace and enforce the law. A mili- 
tarv force was placed on dutv at all the places 
pamed above, with strict orders to act subordi- 
nate to, and in assistance of, the civil authori- 
ties. Iucir behavior throughout was upexcep 
tionable. a 

Tue members of the Illinois National Guard 
include representatives of every honorable oceu- 

ation; some are men who have charge of large 

zusiness interests, others are working for daily 
wages, and depending upon their wages for 
support. The time and attention which these 
men gave, iu se to my call upon tnem, 
involved to many a serious sacrifice. 

- HEY GAVE THEIR SERVICE FREELY. 

The law of the State fixes the rate of payment 
for such service, but no appropriation had been 
made to meet this anlooked-for contingency, aud 
no adequate fund was at the disposal of the Gov- 
ernor to defray the expenses of such an emergen- 
cy. Tue consequence is, the National Guard have 
not been paid a dollar for theirservices. i have 
on three oi ber occasions, at the request of civil 
authoricies, ordered the militia to report to the 
Sueriils to assist them in preserving the publi- 
peace im the Counties of LaSalle, Pike, and St. 
Clair. 

Tue subsistence and pay of the military force. 
and their transportation irom one point to 
another, has been estimated by the Adjutant- 
General to amount to $386,850.27, of which 

$67,752.21 is due to the National Guard, $10,- 

37.58 to the railroad companies, and $5,748.53 
is the total expeuse of subsistence and Quarter- 
master’s stores, of whicu last-named amount 
$4,520 bas been paid out of the Contingent Fund 
of tne Governor. ihe bills which have been 
paid ars principally those of small amounts.

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pretext of their coming together. The fact is, 
that there was, at no time inthis State, any 
wide-spread or organized strike among the 
laboring classes. There was a great deal of dis- 
satisfaction at what the employed, in certain 
lines of industry, regarded as an oppressive re- 
duction of wages. When trouble Coke out in 
the Eastern States a very few turbulent spirits 
among the laboring men, joined by the idlers. 
tram ps, and generally those who make up what 
is known as the “ dangerous elasses.“ taking 
advantage of the general alarm, were enabled. 
tor a few days only, to paralyze the industry of 
the State. Many a factory closed its doors, and 
many a railroad stopped its trains, amoug whose 
emplo:es nota single man was in active sym- 
pathy with the mob. 

The vagrant, the willtully idle, was the chief 
element im all these disturbances, and we have 
to recognize the fact that we have among us a 
class which is ready, at all times, to join in any 
movement looking to a disturbance of the 
peace and ap ovportunity to plunder. The 
same events which taught us this fact also 
showed us bow sure and effective are the agen- 
cies tor the preservation of peace which the 
State has at command, and the lawless classes 
have learned that there is power enough to 
thwart and puvish avy attempt to override the 
law, disregard civil authority, and interfere 
with the rights of peaceabie citizens in the use 
of their property or the disposal of their labor. 

The experience of the last two gears confirms 
mr views expressed in my address to the 
Toirtieth n and I muy be 

lowed to repeat then * 
ne spirit of our institutions and the temper 
of our peuple are bostile to a standing army, 
and I am opposed ta any pvlicy, State or Na- 
tional, looking to goveroing the people by the 
bavonet. Yet in the most highly-civilized com- 
münities a trained militia, recruited from the 
intelligent and iudustriows classes, is an almost 
indispensable auxiliary to the civil Jpower in the 
interests of peace and good order.

If the Legisiature would provide for the pay- 
ment of schvool-fund interest orders out of the 
General Revenue Fund, as was done prior to 
1573, the IIlinois Railroad Fund will more than 
suffice to pay all the principal of the bounded 
debt of the State by the Ist of January, 1991. 
Thus the State can be out of debt when the 
next Legislature convenes, and therealter,- 
under the Constitution, such fund is appro- 
priated and set apart for the payment ef ordi- 
nary expenses of the State Government. 

MUNICIPAL DEBT. 


with a very Valuable and instructive table uf the 


municipal deot of the State, in which be shows 


that it aggregates $51,511,601. Tue larver 
part of this debt bas been incurred in making 
useiul and necessary local improvements, anu is 
represented by valuable municipal property. 
About 30 per cent of this total of municipal | 
debt represents the railroad-aid debt of the mu- 
nicipalities Of the State. The Constitution of | 
the State vow forbids all counties, cities, or 
other municipalities from making subscriptions 
to capital stock or donations in aid of any rail- 
road or private corporation, and further torbids 
the incurring of any indebtedness to an amount, 
including existing indebtedness, in the aggre- 
gate exceeding 5 per cent on the value of 
the tatable property therein. These are 
wise and fortunate provisions, and under 
them the municipal debt of the State is 
now decreasing, and wili for some years con- 
tinue to decrease. The use of municipal credit 
for apy extravagant or unnecessary purpose to 
such extent as would be a serious injury to the 
municipality, is unpossible under our present 
Constitution. 
REVENUE. 

I wish to respectfully urge upon the Legisla- 
ture the importance of a careful cousideration 
oi the revenue system. The Auditor has sug- 
gested some amendments which are designed to 
insure the more prompt collection of taxes and 
a fuller and more equal assessment, and it is of 
great importance that these amendments should 
be adopted, or some legislation had looking to 
the same end. | 

While much can be done and should speedily 
be done to improve our present revenue system, 
we also have to cousider the question whether | 
ic is desirable by constitutional amendment to 
make some alteration of the system itself. The 
large revenue received from the Iilinois Central 
Railroad, and which will so soon be available for 
payment of ordinary State expenses, provokes 
the inquiry whetber it may not be possibie py a 
system of licenses, and taxes on corporate capi- 
tal stock and meome, to raise ali the general 
revenue fund ina manner which will diminish 
the expenses of collection, save the embarrass- 
ing and difiicult questions connected with the 
equalization of assessments, and de in substan- 
tial accordance with the theory of our present 
system. that every person or corporation shal! 
pay tax in just proportion. It is a fact that the 
present sysiem, in its practicai workiogs, falls 
short of the coustitutioual requirements under 
which it is framed. 

To settle this inquiry will invotve a large 
amount of labor by competent persons in tie 
collection of statistics, and the study and cor- 
parison of the revenue system of other States 
and countries. I recommend that the Levisia- 
ture provide for this work being done by com mit- 
tee or as they mav deem expedient. 

Whatever may be done, however, to equalize 
or simplify the s of taxation, they still 
are and the greater auty of those who 
make and of those who execute the laws re- 
mains in the obligation to’see that whatever 
moneys are raised shall be economicaily and 
bouestly expended.

allow the rate of interest to be fixed by the law 
of demand and supply, which makes prices for 
all staple commodities. In newer States, where 
accumulated capital is not sufficient to meet all 
the demand for its use, and resort is had to out- 
side sources of supply, aod in all purely agricult- 
ural communities, experieoce has shown that a 
maximum rate should be fixed by statute. 

In Cmeago, and iu St. Louis (Whieu is a money 
mart for some portions of Illinois), the ordinary 
commercial rate has, for some time, been 8 
per cent per aunum. and there have been long pe- 
riods when tue bulk of travsactions have beco at 
still lower figures. There is a permanent jow- 
ering of the rate of interest, resulting from the 
increasing amount of accumulated capital seek- 
ing employment in those cities. This is equally 
true ail over the country, and may be fliustrated 
by an examination of the financial reports of 
New York and other Eastern cities, but best of 
all by the fact that the United States Govern- 
ment bas been able to reduce the rate of inter- 
est on its loans from 6 per cent per annum to 4 

cent per annum. In view of these facts, I 
believe the time has come when, in this State, 
we should reduce the maximum rate of interest 
to 8 per cent per annum, and | recommend that 
the Legislature amend Chapter 74 of the Re- 
vised Statutes to that effect. 

SECRETARY OF STATE. 

I place before you, herewita, the biennial re- 
port of the Secretary of State, ana to its full 
and faithful recitals vou are referred for iniorma- 
tion upon many important topics, whicb are 
worthy of your careiul consideration. I respect- 
fully cal! your attention to the record of pro- 
ceedings bad under the act of May 21, 17, to 
accnre to the State additional Capitol grounds. 
The Commissioners appointed under that law 
awarded an ageregate of compensation and 
damages for the grounds selected of 834, 100, 
and the Attorney-Generai has instituted suit for 
the same, with costs, against the obligors of the 
bond given by certain citizens to tbe peuple of 
the State of Illinois, guaranteeing the conyey- 
ance to the State of the land in question. 

] agree with the Secretary of State io his re- 
quest for au additioval appropriation for the in- 
cidental expenses of this General Assembly, aud 
for the care of the State-House and grounds, 
and for an additional appropriation to pay the 
contractors for State binding. 

»The State Historical Society and Natural 
History Museum,“ established by act of the 
Thirtieth General Assembly, has made a very 
satisfactory beginning, and calls for furcher aid 
at your bands, which it eminentiy deserves. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

The duties of the Attorney-General’s office 
bave become very numerous and important 
within the last few years. The biennial report 
ot the Attorney-General shows the number and 
character of the suits in which the State has 
had an interest.—a very large number 
of the cases involving large sums of 
money for past-due taxes from corporations. It 
is a source of satisfaction to know that nearly 
all of these cases have been disposed of in favor 
of the vaiidity of the tax assessments, and the 
taxes have accordingly been paid. I respectful- 
lv ask yur attention to the suggestions of the 
Attoruey Geueral in relation to the defects in 
the law governing the prosecution of tax injtine- 
tion cases. 

The case of The People ex rel. the Attorney- 
General vs. The lllioois Agricultural College at 
Irvington was appealed to the Supreme Court 
in pursuance of the joint resolution of the 
Thirtacth General Assemoly, and the decision 
of tne court below reversed and sent back, 
and a decree has been rendered in the court 
below iv conformity to the opinion 
of the Supreme Court, and the buiid- 
ings aud real estate, representing proceeds 
ot seminarv lands, which had previousiy been 
conveyed to the college in trust, have been re- 
conveyed to the State, subject to certain tiens. 
It wal be necessary for the lature to make 
an appropriation suffident to pay off these liens, 
or such of them as may be finally established, 
in order to protect the interests of the State. 
Your attention is specially called to this matter, 
as the judgments and other liens should be dis- 
charged, and some provision made for the dis- 
pos it ion of the land in accord with the original 
purpose for which the same was granted. 

Tue Attorney-General has, during tbe last 
two vears, prepared aud delivered to the officers 
and persons calling tortbem a large number of 
opinions, which are valuable guides in the ad- 
m'‘Distration of publie affairs. 1 recommend 
that you provide for the publication and distribu- 
tion, in book form, of: tae opivions of the At- 
torne;-General, aud that vou request bim to 
select fur publication; from the flies of his o!- 
five, those of public ¢haructer and lasting in- 
teres. 

EDUCATION. 

The revort of the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction is welt worthy of your consider 
tion. It contains much valuable iniormation un 
the subje:t of education, and suggests manr 
changes ot the present law, to wuich 1 invite 
your atiention. 

The condition and effairs of the two Normal 
Universities are ably presented in tue reports of 
their Trustees and ers, from which you can 
learn what legislation is necessary for their ben- 
efit. These institutions are doing a ver useful 
work as a necessary adjunct of our co mon- 
school system. The wisest economy dictates a 
l.beral provision ior the maintenance of our 
common scnools and these universities. They 
belong to a department of the Governmént 
which is now fully reeognized, in all civUized 
States, as an imoortant Jactor in insuring pros- 
perity and preserving public order. 

By the acceptance of the endowment fund 
contributed by the Urited States, Illinois has, 1 
think, very wisely undertaken, io the Industrial 
University at Champaign, to found a Stste Unl- 
versity in the fullest, and broadest sense. In 
obedience to the practical spirit of the age, the 
design has been to provide a school where the 
youth of our &tate can acquire the scientific ru- 
diments needed in their several callings and 
taeny in life, with opportunities for the 
ighest literary and artistic culture. This insti- 
tution has entered onits second decade, and 
gives the brightest promises of a long career of 
honor and usefulness. The reports of its offi- 
cers abd trustees show its condition, and I rec- 
ommend the appropriations for which they ask. 

AGRICULATRE. 

Illinois is pre-eminently an agricultural State, 
and causes likely toaid in the more rapid de- 
velopment of our agricultural resources should 
receive careful attention: Our soil and climate 
are peculiarly adapted to the profitable produc- 
tion of a great variety of crops. Much the larger 
vortion of our people are engaged in agricult- 
ural pursuits, anda proper recognition of this 
wealth-producing class, I trust, will not be over- 
looked in your deliberations. Legislation for 
the protection of sheep, and for the prevention, 
as far as possible, of diseases among farm ani- 
mals, is especially demanded. 

The Department of Agriculture, under the 
contro] of the State Board of Agriculture, has 
rendered the State valuable service, and 
deserves more than a passing notice. The re- 
ports of the condition of the growing crops, 
published by that Department in monthly 
circulars, are higuly valued by all interested in 
our productions. Complete statistics of the 
agricultural resources of the State are most 
usetul, and whatever jegislation may be deemed 
necessary to secure them, and insure their ac- 
curaey, should be adupted. 

The State Agricultural Museum, as an ad- 
vertisement of our varied resources, aud as 
a means of exhibit of our products to our own 
citizens and visitors from abroad, promise 
when complete, to be a valuable collection, an 
is worth of support. 

I recommend the usual appropriations in aid 
of the Department of Agriculture and of the 
State Horticultural Society, and for the et- 
penses of the State Entomologist. 

Closely allied to the interests of agriculture 
is tbe improvement of the common highways, 
We need hetter roads for the transportation of 
farm products to market. roads at certain 
seasons of the year form one of the great dis- 
advaniages of our rich soil,and I think there 
can be some plan devised bv legislation to en- 
N their permanent improvement. 

The Tuirtietu General Assembly submitted 
an amendment to the Constitution, providiug 
that the General Assembly may pass laws per- 
mitting the owners of lands to construct drains, 
ditches, and levees for agricultural, savitarv, 
and mining purposes, etc. The proposed amend- 
ment was voted upon at the last general elec- 


tion. apd was ratified by a very large majority. 


of all the votes cast. The subject of drainage 
is one of great im . Millions of bushels 
of grain may be added to the crovs of our Stat# 
by the proper drainage of our level lands. The 
amendment to the Constitution will now permit 
such legislation as may be necessary to carry out 
any reasonable system of drainage in the inter- 
est of an increased production of the soll and 
the improved heaith of the people. 
RAILROAD AND WAREHOUSE COMMISSIONERS. 
The teport of the Raiiroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners for 1877 and 1878, which will be 
laid before you, contains much valuable infor- 
mation relating to the condition and operation 
of raulroads and the shipment and ins ection of 
. The report of 1878 shows a substantial 
nerease in the tonpage and earnings of rail- 
roads in 1878 over the amount in 1877. This 
9 may de regarded as an evidence of 
returning perity tothe country. The grow- 
ing disposition of the railroad 8 
recognize the authority of the Commission in 
all matters subject to its control is noted with 
satisfaction. Tue (‘ommissioners have done all 
in their power to enforce the law in relation to 
railroads and their operation. They are met 
by many embarrassments and diffi-uities, which 
they have poiuted out and discussed in their re- 


| port, to which I ask your attention. Nearly

States have estab.ished Boards of Raii- 


dinate to ite sovereignty. 

I recommend that the law creating the office 
of Raiload and Warehouse Commissioners be 
amended so that the terin of office be four years 
instead of two. 

The Grain Inspection Department, under the 
control of tue Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners, is now admimstered with very Ren- 
eral satisfaction to all concerned. The ship- 
ments to Chicago, reported by the Chief In- 
spector, for 1878, show an enormous gain over 
1877, and the fact that the business of inspec- 
tion is so well managed is increasing the public 
confidence in the wisdom of State ‘nspection. 

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH, 

The act to create and establish a State Board 
of Health went into force July 1, 1877, and very 
soou after that date the Board was organized 
and entered upon its duties. The blanks and 
instructions for registration of births, marriages, 
and deaths were prepared, and the system was 
inaugurated in 1878, with results that are very 
satisfactory for a Weginoing, and which will be 
piaced before you as soon as they can be col- 
lected and tabulated. 

The Board of Health has performed with 
great success the important work imposed upon 
it by the Medica) Practice act. t contains 
representatives of the leading medical schools, 
who have worked in entire harmony, and have 
sought to secure for the people of tue State the 
great advantages which the law mtended to 
give, by the elevation of the standarJ of quali- 
fications for the practice of medicine. Many 
delicate questions have arisen in the discharge 
of this branchot their duties, and while they 
have aimed to taithtully execute the law. taey 
have also been careful not to make it a means 
of oppression ur persecution. More than 5,000 
persons practicing medicine in this State have 
complied with the law, and received certificates, 
and it is estimated tnat 1.400 persons who had 
been practicing medicine, and were unable to 
comply with the law, ha¥t left the State. The 
Board of Health recommend that provision be 
made tor the publication, in book form, of the 
register of practitioners who pave complied 
with the law. 

Owing to the pressure of the work imposed by 
the Medical Practice act, tue Board bas not done 
much in the way oi sanitary investigation, but 
they have prepared a scheme fora complete 
sanitary aud topographicai survey of the State, 
which will be placed before you for your con- 
sideration. During the ycliowfever epidemic 
in the autumn of les, they did good service in 
assisting municipal authorities, and Iam satis- 
tied that the partial quaiaptine established at 
Cairo was very useful iu hindering the incroduc- 
tion and spread of the disease, and in allaying 
excitement aud preventing baue in the peigb- 
boring towus. 

STATE-HOUSE. 

The report of the State-House Commissioners 
gives a full financial statement, including the 
date and amount of every appropriation for the 
building, and also recites iv detail what remains 
to be dose for its eompletion. The Thirtieth 
General Assembly passed an act appropriating 
$531,712.18 for the completion and furnishing 
of the new State-House, subject to ratitication 
by the people at the succeeding general elec- 
tion. The appropriation was submitted, and 
voted down by the people by a large majority. 
Little remains to be done in which the useful- 
ness or practical features of tne building are in- 
volved, but I am convinced, as I think you will 
be when you have given it personal examina- 
tion, that the interests of the State demand its 
early comp'etion in all its parts. 

COMMISSIONERS TO PARIS EXPOSITION. 

Under the provisions of the act of Congress I 
nominated, and the President of tue Unitea 
Staces appointed, John M. Gregory and Osborn 
R. Keith as honurary Commissioners to repre- 
sent the State of Illinois at the International 
Industrial Expvsition held in Paris in 1878. 
These gentlemen prepared, and I caused to be 
printed, a pamphlet in the French language, 
containing sketches of the bistory, geography, 
geology, and otber natural feacures of the 
State, its agriculture, commerce, matufactu 
and educational s\stem, with a description o 
its chief commercia! city, and other interesting 
facts. Tais was freely distributed at the Expo- 
sition, and I have abundant evidence that it was 
highly appreciated, Dot oniy as a description of 
th.s State, but ag 4 representation of the gen- 
eral character of American States and institu- 
tions. The Commissioners have prepared a re- 
port, whieb wiil be plaved before yuu, in which 
they have emboditd the results of a caréful 
study of the leading exhibits, selecting those 
which give information most valuable to the 
citizens of Ithinois.. . 

I recommend that an appropriation of $500 be 
made to Dr. J. M. Gregory for his services in 
preparing and supériptending the pubtication 
of the pamphlet Freuch, and to reimburse 
mm for clerk-bire other expenses connected 
with the prepayation of the report. 

COMMISSIONER ro STOCKHOLM. 

ITappointed Fred H. Wines, Secretary of the 
State Board ot Charities, @ Commissioner to 
attend the Iuternational Prison Congress, held 
at Stockholm, in August, 1878. His report as 
Commissioner, which is incorporated in the 
biennial report of the State Board of Charities, 
gives, in addition to a report of the Congress, 
much valuable information concerning penal 
and charitabie insti:gtions which he visited. 

PENITENTIARIES. 

The full and explicit reports of the Commie- 
sioners and Warden of the Lilwois State Peni- 
tentiary at Joliet furnish all tue facts and tables 
needed to enable you to have a compiete knowl- 
edge of the affairs of the prison during the last 
two years, ite exvenses, its carvings, the amount 
of its indebteduess, the health ot the convicts, 
and, generally, the discipline of the prison. Tne 
indebtedness on the 30th of September, 1878, 
was $50,596.32, which amount should be appro- 
priated, and the debts paid without delay. This 
prisun has been seli-supporting since the carly 

art of last summer, but whvrn the present 

Gard of Commissioners took control. aud for a 
year afterwards, it was overcrowded with con- 
victs, and in the general depression.of business 
it was impossible to secure work of any kind, at 
any price, ior several hundred of them. 

I call your especial attention to the sugges- 
tion of the Commissioners and Warden in favor 
of a further appropriation, to be drawn upon by 
the prison, to avoid the necessity of using 
credit, and the consequent expense in interest 
aud the higber prices paid for subsistence and 
clothing. ‘These suggestions come with equal 
force irom both prisons, aud Waatever you may 
deem proper to do in response to them, should 
apply to both. 

The act\passed by the Thirtieth General As- 
sembiy to locate, construct, and carry on the 
Southern Illinow Penitentiary came in - force 
duly 1, 1877. The Cowmissioners appointed un- 
der this law entered at ouce upon their duties, 
and after very fuil consideration they finaily 
agreed upon a site for 

THE PRISON AT CHESTER. 

This selection of locality aud site was ap- 
proved by tae Governor, Auditor of Pubiie Ac- 
counts, and Attorney-General. The tract pur- 
chased for a site contains 1224¢ acres, with ample 
frontage oa the Mississippi Kiver. ithe Com- 
missioners found great dillicu'ty in selecting a 
place having all the prequisites recited in the 
law, .viz.: convenience of access, elevation, 
drainage, never-failing water privilege, conven- 
lence to both quantity and, quality of stone and 
timber,“ with 100 acres of land in one body, at 
a cost not to exceed 320,000. Many localities 
offered possessed some of these qualities. The 
ditliculty was infinding one which combined 
them all. The locality at Chester comes nearer 
to a complete compliiance with the law than any 
other point which the Commissioners examined. 

After the location the Commissioners pro- 
cured satisfactory plans for a Warden’s house, 
and cell-bouse with capucity to nold 400 con- 
victs, advertised for bids, and contracts were 
made for the erection of these buildings. A 
temporary house was buiit for the accommoda- 
tion of the oillcers. A brick building 200 feet 
long, torty-four feet wide, and two stories high, 
was built jora temporary prison, aud will, later, 
be vsciul and necessary as a machine shop. On 
the 2ist of March, 1878. 200 prisoners were sent 
from Joliet, thereby giving much needed 

RELIEF TO THE NOKTHERN TAO. 

The celi-house, with capacity for 400 convicts, 
was completed on the lat day of October last, 
and since that date courts in the Southern Peni- 
tentlary District have been sending convicts to 
the Chester prison. It is evident already that 
the division of the State by Sec. 11 of tne South- 
ern Illinois Penitentiary act gives the South- 
ern Penitentiary a larger district than it caa for 
some time accommodate, and I therefore recom- 
mend that authority be given to the Governor 
to fix the limits ot the Northern and Southern 
districts, respectively, ov the joint recommend- 
ations of the Boards of Commissiovers. 

The appropriation of $200,000 for the South- 
ern Illinois Penitentiary was for toe selection of 
a site, purchase of land, and the erection of 
buildings. The act also provided that the Com- 
missiouers should, as speedily as practicable, be 
ready for the safe-keeping of a iarge number of 
convicts to be transferred from tne Northern 
prison the object of the Legislature being to 
relieve the Northern prison, and to use convict 
labor in the construction ot the pew one. There 
was po speciiic appropriation for the payment 
of ers and men to guard the prisoners, or 
for clothing and subsistence of the convicts, or 
for cell furniture, and necessary tools to make 
their labor available. Toe Commissioners have 
believed that, under these circumctances, a rea- 
sonable construction of the statute, taken as a 
whole, permits them to use such portion of the 
appropriation as is necessary to equip and carry 
on the prison. 

Tue reports of the Commissioners and Warden 
show the progress of the work, present full f- 
nancial statements, and give an estimate of the 
amount necessary to complete the prison accord- 
ing tothe design. I ask your attention to these

women, and the Chester prison held 345 con- | 


victs—341 men and 4 women. 


PARDONS. 
The pardoning power of the Governor in- 


volves a laborious line of dutics, which are very 
closely allied to his obligation to take care that 
the laws be faithfully executed. Every pardon 
improperly granted is pot only in such particu- 
lar case an omission to faithfully execute the 
laws, but it goes some wav to weaken the deter- 
rent influence which is one of the objects of the 
punishment of crime. To avoid the danger of 
being misled by ex parte statements, I have 
cadopted a rule requiring that notice of the in- 
tention to apply for a pardon shall be given by 
three weeks’ advertisement in the county in 
which the offense was committed, and that all 
applications shall] first be submitted to the 
Judge who presided at the trial, and tothe 
State’s Attorney who prosecuted, for such state- 
ment or recommendation, if anv, as they may 
see proper to make. Experience has shown the 
uses of such advertisement where tbe applica- 
tion does not fully or fairly state the facts, aud 
1 am satisfied that the operation of the rule has 
been to reduce the number of frivolous applica- 
tions. 
BOARD OF CHARITIES. 

The State Charitable, Educational, and Penal 
Institutions of. 1linois may be divided into two 
classes, those which are, and those which are not 
subject to the inspection of the Board of 
State Commissioners of Public Charities. The 
only institutions exempt from this supervision 
are the Uniyerities and the Pepitenciarics. Of 
the ten institutions connected with the Board, 
nine are in actual operation, viz.: the three In- 
sane Hospitals, an Institution tor toe Deal and 
Dumb, and one for the Blind, an Asvium for 
Feeble-Minded Children, the Soldiers’ Orphans’ 
Home, the State Reform Schooi, and the. char- 
itable Eve and Ear Infirmary at Chicago. The 
Tuirtieth General Aseemodlv appropriated for 
the use of these nine insticutions, for ali pur- 
poses, for two years irom July 1, 1877, the sum 
of $1,838,275, a portion of which was for their 
enlargement to accommodate a greater 
number of uniortavates. The same _  insti- 
tutions ask fur approvriations y 
the present General Assembly to the 
amount of a little over $1,400,000. The Com- 
missioners of Public Charities, whose duty it is, 
under the statute, to revise these requests, are 
of the opinion that an appropriation of about 
$1,200,000, or $600,000 for each of the two years, 
will be sufficient to meet the actual, necessities 
of the case, but do not regard it as prucent to 
go below this figure, in view of the large in- 
crease in the number of inmates, especiaily of 
1asane patients in our hospitals. This Board 
bas been vigorous in the exercise of its func- 
tions, feariess in the expression of its opinions, 
and hae held, from its organization, @ preity 
eren middle course between parsunopy ad ex- 
travagunce. I therefore commend the report of 
the Board (in wuicu you will tlod detailed esti- 
mates and the reasons for thém) to your caretul 
attention. I am substantially in accord with 
the views therein expressed. 

A gratifving evidence of the prudent manaze- 
ment Which our State charitable institutions 
have had is found in the fact that that they 
have kept within their appropriations, and that 
every one carrics over a balance of appropriation 
unexvended, ‘Ihe reoorts of the Trustees and 
officers of the several institutions will repay 
your careful consideration, which vou should 
bestow to enable you to make adequate provis- 
ion for their necessities. 

At this point I take the opportunity of say- 
ing, that to the 

COMMISSIONERS OF PUBLIC CHARITIES, 

to the Trustees of the State institutions, and to 
all other unpaid officials in the State, a heavy 
debt of obligation is due, on the ‘art of the 
Commonwealth, for a large amount H valuable 
service of the best description voluatarily ren- 
dered; without reward or the expectation oi any 
other than the consciousness of duty ¢ ithfuliy 
performed aid the gratituie of the @ ‘blic, to 
which they are certainly entitled. 

The last Legislature provided for the con- 
struction ofa fourth Hospital for the Insane, at 
some paint to be determined by Commissioners 
of Location, to be appointed by the Governor. 
Toe Commission appointed by me selected a 
farm of 251 acres near the Cityof Kankakee. 
An appropriation of $200,000 was made for the 
purchase of land and the erectiou of buildings, 
the greater part of which bas been expended by 
the Trustees in the construction of those parts 
of the general plan essential tothe running of 
the Hospital, so that any portion which may be 
at anv time completed and ready for occupancy 
by patients may be put in use immediately. 
Tue working department has been planned for 
an institution of sufficient capacity to care for 
at least 800 patients, manyof whom will, of 
course, be chronic cases of insanity, ana for 
these the hospital will be also an asylum. The 
Trustees estimate the total cost of the hospital 
at Kanxakee, for 800 inmates, om the plans sug- 
gesteo dy the architect, at about $630,000 
ot which 6200, 000 oas already avpropriated. i 
recom mend the appropriation of such an amount 
as may be deemed advisable for the prosecution 
ot the work of enlarging the capacity of the 
hospital, on such pian as your wisdom may die- 
tate, so that the insane in our State may be 
nearly all cared for. Of the necessity for this 
hospital there is no doubt, and, that being ad- 
mitted, the more cnergetically the work is push- 
ed to com pletion, the sooner tue State will reap 
the venefit of the investment aiready made, and 
the more cheaply and satisfactorily is the whole 
work likely to be accomplished. It wil! be nec- 
essary, also, to appropriate an amount suflicient 
for tee maintenance of whatever number of 
patients the hospital will aecommodate, until 
the time of toe meeting of the vext General 
Assembly. 

You will find in the reports of the Hospitals 
for the Insane some suggestions as to the 
change ie the law fur the commitment of insane 
persons to the hospitals, and also as to the 
separation of the criminal from the non-crimi- 
nal insane, which are important and should re- 
ceive consideration at your bands. The ques- 
tion of the treatment of insane convicts is also 
discussed in the report of the Joliet Peniten- 
tiary. 

THE CANAL. 

The report of the Canal Commissioners is ac- 
companied by the reports of their General 
Sapermtendent and Chief Eugiueer. and con- 
tains evyervthing needed for a full Knowledge of 
their allairs. The expenses ot administration 
und maintenance, with the necessary renewals 
OJ permanent structures, will continue to use 
the entire income of the canal. 

The Illinois & Michigan Canal has con- 
tributed largely to the growth and develop- 
ment of the State, and it is still of vital imoor- 
tance that it be kept in such condition as will m- 
sure its highest usefulness. Much remains to 
be done to carry out the origimai plans of the 
system of water communications between the 
lakes aud the Mississippi River. The Legisla- 
ture should oresent the subject in the strongest 
manner to our Representatives iv Congress, so 
as to impress upon them their duty to secure 
from the General Government further aid for 
this work. 

Situated as we are, debendent upon distant 
eouutries for a market for the bulky producis of 
our soil, our people are especially interes in 
all matters affecting transportation. The 
water routes by the lakes and the 
Mississippi River are of equal importance 
to them. We must do all we can to maia- 
tain and improve the connecting portion of the 
route which lies within our.own territory. We 
are also equally interested in the improvement 
of the Lower Mississippi River. Our growing 
trade with Central and South American States 
should be fostered in every legitimate way, ana 
the shortest and most direct trade routes should 
be developed for the transportation of our 
— and of those which we receive in re- 

urn. 


APPELLATE COURT. ‘
